The number of Births in the Dublin Registration Area during the year 1918 
(52 weeks), exclusive of those occurring in institutions of infants (715) whose mothers 
Were admitted from outside localities, was 9,008, or 22°6 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population of the Registration Area, which consists of the city of Dublin and the 
urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock and Kingstown. 

The results of the correction for births in Dublin Institutions, above outlined, 
are shown in detail in Table V., which also shows the infant mortality rate for the 
Several districts comprised within the Registration Area, based on the corrected 
births and deaths. | 

Of the 9,008 births, 7,320 belonged to the city, afiording a rate of 24:0 per 
1,000 of the estimated population, and 1,688 to the urban districts named above, 
equivalent to 180 per 1,000. 

The total births registered during the year amounted to 9,723 (4,923 boys and 

(4,800 girls), and represented a rate of 24-4 per 1,000 of the population, as against 
an average rate for the preceding ten years of 27°2 per 1,000 of the mean population 
of these years. 

Of the 9,723 births, 2,315 were registered during the first quarter, 2,564 in 
the second, 2,671 in the third, and 2,173 in the fourth. 

- In London the number of births registered during the year 1918 (52 weeks) was 
70,796, being equal to a rate of 15°8 in every 1,000 of the estimated population; in 
Glasgow the number was 23,648, equal to 21°2 per 1,000: and in Edinburgh it was 
5,194, or 156 per 1,000 of the population. 

DEATHS.—The number of deaths appertaining to the Dublin Registration 
Area, during the year 1918 was 9,397; this number is equal to 23°6 per 1,000 of 
the population of the Area, estimated to the middle of the year 1917. The average 
death-rate for the 10 years, 1908-17, was 20°6 per 1,000. Thus the rate for last year 
is 3°0 above the average—-an increase equivalent to 14°6 per cent. 

The total number of deaths registered during the year, namely, 10,202 (5,027 — 
males and 5,175 females), including the deaths of 805 persons from localities outside 

_the Area, is equal to 25°6 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average rate 
for all the deaths registered during the preceding 10 years was 22-0 per 1,000. 

The rate for the city of Dublin was 25°0 per 1,000 (24°5 on the North side, and 
25'5 on the South), and for the suburbs 18°9 per 1,000. The rates for, the several 
districts range from 13°0 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 30°4 for the district 

_of North City No. 1 East. | 

Of the 10.202 deaths in the entire Area, 2,206 were registered during the first 

quarter of the year, 2,149 in the second, 2,133 in the third, and 3,714 in the fourth. 
_ the weekly average being 196. 

In the eighteen provincial Urban Districts, for which statistics are given in the 
. Weekly Returns, the respective death-rates are as follow, ranging from the lowest 
to the highest :—Galway, 15'4 per 1,000 of the population*; Sligo, 15°9; Dundalk, 
18°1; Drogheda, 18°2; Tralee, 18°4; Ballymena, 18°5: Clonmel, 18°6; Lisburn, 19°5: 
Waterford, 19°7: Cork, 20°5; Limerick, 20°6;- Wexford, 21°2: Portadown, 21°7: 

Lurgan, 21°8; Belfast, 22°7; Kilkenny, 22°8; Londonderry, 23'0, and Newry, 24°1.

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The number of deaths among civilians in London during the year 1918 (52 
weeks) was 74,623, being equal to a rate of 18°7 in ev ery 1,000 of the estimated 
civil population; in Glasgow, the total deaths numbered 18,322, being: equal to 16°4 
per 1,000 of the estimated total population; and in Edinburgh, 5,075, or 15°2 in 
every 1,000. 

Pousric Insrrrutions.—Of the 10,202 deaths registered in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area last year, 4,247, or 41°6 per cent., occurred in public institutions, 
viz. :—2,733 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; and 1,514 in 
Workhouses, including 37 (those of persons admitted from the ‘Dublin Registration 
Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


DISEASES. 


Dusiin REGISTRATION AREA.—(See Tables IV. and V.)—The records of last 
year show that the total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area was 707. This number is equal to a 
rate of 1°77 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 

EnTERIC FEvER.—With the exception of the number recorded during the year 
1917, viz., 23, the number of deaths (29) from enteric fever registered during the 
year (52 weeks) ended 28th December last, is lower than that for any of the pr eceding 
ten years, the annual average for which is 53. 

Of the 29 deaths, 11 appertained to North City districts, 12 to South City 
districts, 2 to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, one to Kingstown, and there 
were 3 deaths in institutions of persons admitted from localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area. 

in Dublin hospitals during the year, 153 cases of this disease were treated, and 
of these cases, 122 were discharged, 20 died, and 11 remained under treatment at 
the close of the year. 

Typuus.-—There was no mortality from this cause, but six cases were admitted 
tc hospital during the period, all of which were discharged. 

SMALL-PoX —No case of this disease was reported. 

MFASLES.-—Deaths from measles numbered 98, affording a rate of 0°25 per 
1,000 of the estimated, population, as compared with an average of 163 and a rate 
of 0°41 per 1,000 for the 10 years, 1908-17, the yearly number of deaths during that 
period varying from 386 in 1914 (53 weeks) to 20 in 1910 (52 weeks). 

For North City districts, 34 deaths were recorded, for South City districts, 56; 
for Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 4; for Blackrock, one; and for Kings- 
town, 2 deaths. 


The number of cases of the disease under treatment in Dublin hospitals - 


amounted to 506, of which 468 were discharged, 35 died, and 3 remained under 
treatment at the end of the year. 

Scartet Fever.—The number of deaths from scarlet cave was 19, which, 
although 12 above the low number recorded in the preceding year, is only half the 
average (38) for the preceding ten years, during which the highest number was 
register ed in 1911, viz., 77, the lowest number registered being 7 in 1917. 

Four of the 19 deaths appertained to North City districts, 8 to South City 
districts, one to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, and 6 were those of persons 
admitted to institutions from without the Registration Area. 

The cases of the disease under treatment in Dublin hospitals numbered 514, 
and of these 444 were discharged, 18 died. and 527 remained under treatment at the 
close of the year. 

Wuoorinc-coucu.—The deaths from this disease numbered 195, equivalent to 
0°49 per 1,000 of the population, as against an average of 113, representing a rate 
of 0°28 for the ten years, 1908-17, the numbers for ‘this period varying from 59 
in 1914 to 183 in 1911. The number of deaths from whooping- cough in 1918 is 
therefore higher than that for any of the preceding ten years. 

Of the 195 deaths, 103 appertained to North City districts, 67 to South City 
districts, 11 to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district. 5 to Pembroke. 4 to Black- 
rock, one to. Kingstown, and 4 were those of persons admitted to institutions from 
localities situated outside the Registration Area. 

An examination of Table Vv. shows that the highest number of deaths from 
whooping-cough related to the following districts :—North City No. 1, West. with 
44 deaths, South City No. 1, with 25 deaths, and North City No. 1 East. with 23

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deaths. There were no deaths from this disease in either Clontarf and Howth No. 
I (part of), or Finglas and Glasnevin (part of), and only one death in Kingstown 
urban district. 

DiPHTHERIA.—This disease caused 38 deaths, being slightly above the numbers 
for the two preceding years, viz., 35 and 36, respectively, but 31 under the average 
(69) for the ten years, 1908-17. 

Of the 38 deaths, 13 appertained to North City districts, 12 to South City 
districts, 5 to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, one to. Pembroke, 2 to Kings- 
town, and 5 to localities outside the Registration Area. 

There were 213 cases of the disease treated in Dublin hospitals during the 
year, those discharged numbering 176, the deaths in hospitals 33, and the number 
remaining under treatment at the end of the year was 4. 

DraRRH@AL Diseases.—Under this heading are classified the deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of 307 children under 2 years of age, being 104 under the 
average (411) for the five years, 1913-17. Of the 307 deaths, 149 belonged to North 
City districts, 123 to South City districts, 14 to Rathmines and Rathgar urban 
district, 15 to Pembroke, one to Blackrock, and 2 to Kingstown. 

INFLUENZA.—Deaths registered from influenza in. the Dublin Registration 
Area during the year numbered 1,506, as against an average of 95 for the ten years, 
1908-17. In the first quarter of the year 1918 there were only 20 deaths from this 
cause, in the second 24, in the third quarter the number was 252, and in the fourth, 
1.210, such deaths in the four quarters of 1917 numbering 47, 13, 2 and 2, respec- 
tively. 

Of the 1,506 deaths, 619, affording a rate of 3°8 per 1,000 of the population, 
helonged to North City districts, 482 (or 3°4 per 1,900) to South City districts, 103 
(or 26 per 1,000) to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 73 (or 2°5 per, 1,000) 
to Pembroke, 27 (or 3°0 per 1,000) to Blackrock, and 87 (or 5°3 per 1,000) to Kings- 
_ town, and there were 115 deaths in institutions of persons admitted from localities 

outside the Registration Area. 

Comparing the mortality for the several districts comprising the Area, it is 
found that the rates varied from 6°0 per 1,000 for North City No. 1, East, 
53 per 1,000 for Kingstown urban district, and 4°3 for Coolock and Drumcondra 
(part of) to 2°2 per 1,000 for Finglas and Glasnevin (part of), 2°4 per 1,900 for 
North City No. 3, and 2°5 per 1,000 for Pembroke urban district. 

During the third quarter the annual rate represented by the 252 deaths from 
influenza was 2°5 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 42 per 1,000 
for North City No. 1, East, to 0°0 for Clontarf and Howth No. 1 (part of). In the 
fourth quarter the 1,210 deaths from influenza are equivalent to 12:1 per 1,000, 
the district of North City No. 1, East, as in the third quarter, being highest with 
an annual rate of 193 per 1,000, and Finglas and Glasnevin (part of) shows the 
lowest rate, viz., 70 per 1,000 of the population. 

During the third and fourth quarters of the year the deaths of children under 
5 years of age from influenza numbered 181, or 12°4 per cent. of the total deaths 
registered from this cause; 120, or 8°2 per cent., were between 5 and 15 years of age; 
304, or 20°8 per cent., were between 15 and 25 years; 364, or 24-9 were between 25 
and 35 years; 221, or 15°1 per cent., were between 35 and 45 years; 123, or 8°4 per 
cent.. were between 45 and 55 years; and 149, or 10:2 per cent., were deaths of 
persons aged 55 years or upwards. It would appear that 60°8 per cent. of the 
victims from influenza during the six reonths.were 15 and under 45 years of age. 

PneumontA.—The deaths registered as from pneumonia (1,149) in its various 
forms are, it may be noted, no less than 482 above the average (667) for the ten 
year's, 1908-17, the deaths for the three years, 1915-17, being 701,595 and 597, respec- 
tively. 

The deaths from pneumonia (1,149) last year (including 413 from brancho- 
pneumonia, 155 from lobar pneumonia, and 581 from pneumonia, type not dis- 
tinguished) are equivalent to a rate of 2°9 per 1,000 of the population as compared 
with an average of 1°7 per 1,000 for the ten years preceding. 

Of the deaths from pneumonia (799) in the third and fourth quarters of 1918, 229 
(or 28°7 per cent.) were those of children under 5 years of age; 83 (or 10-4 per cent.) 
were aged 5 and under 15 years: 107 (or 13°4 per. cent.) were between 15 and 25 
years; 162 (or 20°3 per cent.) were between 25 and 35 years: 86 (or 10 7 per cent.) 
were between 35 and 45; 54 (or 6°7 per cent.) were between 45 and 55; and 78 (or 
9°8 per cent.) were deaths of persons aged 55 years and upwards. 

Table I. shows that 1,212 cases of pneumonia were treated in Dublin hospitals 
during the year, and that of these 815 were discharged, 319 died, and 7° remained 
under treatment at the end of the year.

CEREBRO- SPINAL FEVER.—-To this disease 8 deaths were attributed, as compared 
with 15, 7 and 5, respectively, in the three years, 1915-1917.

It will be observed from the foregoing table that the rate for deaths from all 
forms-of tuberculous disease registered during the year 1918, viz., 3°71 per 1,000 of 
the population, is slightly above the average (3°70 per 1,000) for the preceding ten 
years and is higher than the mortality rate for any of the preceding ten years, with 
the exception of those for the years 1908, 1909 and 1915. 

The rate for deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis in the Dublin Registration 
Area during the year under review was 2'83 per 1,060, as compared with an average 
of 2°70 per 1,000 for the ten years, 1908-17. 

Of the 1.479 deaths registered, 1,127 (or 76°2 per cent.) were assigned to pul- 
monary tuberculosis, and of the 852 deaths from other forms of tuberculous disease, 
139 were ascribed to tuberculous meningitis, 77 to abdominal tuberculosis, 15 to 
tuberculosis of the spinal column. 24 to tuberculosis of the joints, 27 to tuberculosis 
of other organs, and 79 to disseminated tuberculosis. 


As derived from Table V., the deaths from tuberculous disease of residents of 


the Registration Area numbered 1,354, being equivalent to a rate of 3°39 per 1,000 
of the population ; for the city the number was 1,163, or 3°81 per 1,000—North City 
districts, 595 (or 3°67 per 1.000), and South City districts, 568 (or 3°97 per 1,000). 
For the urban district of Rathmines and Rathgar the number of deaths was 77, and 
the rate 1°96 per 1,000; for Pembroke the number was 61 and the rate 2’08 per 1,000: 
for Blackrock the number was 21 and the rate 2°36 per 1,000; and for Kingstown 
32 deaths were recorded, affording a rate of 1°94 per 1,000 of the population. 

Of the 1,479 deaths registered, 125 were those of persons admitted to insti- 
tutions from localities situated outside the Dublin Registration Area. 

CANCER.—The deaths from cancer (526), being equivalent to 1:32 per 1,000 of 
the population, are 52 above the average. 474, for the ten years, 1908-17, and are in 
excess of those recorded in any year of this decennium. 

DISEASES OF THE BRAIN AND NERVouS SysTEM.-—To this group 763 deaths were 
referred, affording a rate of 1°91 per 1,000 of the population, and include 137 deaths 
from convulsions, all but one being deaths of children under 5 years of age. 

DISEASES OF THE CrrcuLATORY SystEM.—There were 775 deaths from these 
causes, being equal to 1°94 per 1,000 of the population, and include 662 deaths from 
organic diseases of the heart. In the three preceding years deaths from diseases 
of the circulatory svstem numbered 944. 867, and 784, respectively. 

Broncuitis.—Deaths from bronchitis amounted to 906. or 2:97 per 1,000 of 
the population. The 906 deaths are 85 below the average for the five preceding 
years,

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CONGENITAL CoNDITIONS.—Among these 42 were ascribed to congenital mal- 
formations, 182 to premature birth, and 234 to congenital debility. 

VioLence.—Of 198 deaths registered other than homicidal or suicidal cases, 
76 were caused by drowning ; 37 (22 being those of children under 5 years of age) by 
burns or scalds; 11 by gunshot wounds (9 being deaths of soldiers); 8 by vehicles 
and horses; 7 by poisons or poisonous vapours; 7 (infants) by suffocation in bed: 
6 were railway accidents; and 2 were'caused in building operations. 

There were 12 cases of suicide and one of homicide.

In 261 cases the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
‘ attendant during the last illness: of these 261 cases, 91, or 349 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age; these 91 deaths form 3°7 per cent. of the 
’ total number of deaths of children of that age-period. Of the deaths of 489 infants 
, under one month old registered, there were 53 (or 10°8 per cent.) regarding which 
the cause was uncertified. —

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AGES AT DEATH. 

Of the 10,202 deaths registered during the year, 2,479 deaths, or 243 per cent., 
were of children under five years of age, and 2,044. or 20°0 per cent.. were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards, including those of £43 persons aged 75 years and 
upwards of whom 57 were stated to have been nonagenarians, and one (a male) 
was stated to have been aged 101 years.

Area in 1918 is given in Table V. It will be seen from this table that the rate for 





the city was 161 per 1,000, the rates for the North and South City districts being, 
respectively, 150 and 175 per 1,000, while for the urban districts the infant mor- 
tality rate was 98 per 1,000, the district rates varying from 247 for South City 
No. 1, 180 for North City No. 2, and 173 for North City No. 1, West, to 40 for 
Blackrock urban district, 69 for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, and 69 for 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of. 


} In 1917 the infant mortality rate for the City of Dublin was 160 per 1,000, 
the rates for the North and South City districts being, respectively, 155 and 165 
per 1,000, and the rate for the urban districts was 118 per 1,000 births. 


Basing the infant mortality rate on the total number of births and deaths of 
infants registered in the Dublin Registration Area, the rate for 1918 amounted to 
143 per 1,000 births, as compared with 144 in 1917, 147 in 1916, 157 in 1915, 149 in 
1914, and an average of 149 in every 1,000 births registered during the ten years, 
1908-1917.

Occupations.—Table VII. exhibits the occupations or social position of the 
persons whose deaths were registered during the year, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that 
the deaths in families of the ‘‘ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to 
a rate of 21'1 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1911; 
in the “ Middle Class ” the death-rate was 17°7 per 1,000; among the “Artisan Class 
and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 20°7; and in the “ General Service Class” it was 
25°9. The number of the living in each of the several classes and orders of occu- 
pations in 1911 is shown by age-periods in the following Table :—

each of Newry, Portadown and Clonmel. 


Typuus.---The 12 deaths from this cause include 6 for Londonderry, 3 for 
Belfast, 2 for Cork, and one for Clonmel. 


SMALL-POxX.—No death from this disease was recorded. 


MEASLES.—-The 276 deaths include 111 for Belfast, 88 for Cork, 29 for London- 
derry, 27 for Limerick, 8 for Kilkenny, 4 for Ballymena, 3 for Tralee, 2 for Water- 
ford, and one for each of Galway, Dundalk, Lurgan and Newry. 


SCARLET Frver.—Included in the 18 deaths are 12 belonging to Belfast. and 
one to each of Cork, Londonderry, Limerick, Dundalk, Ballymena and Clonmel. 


WHooPING-couGH.—For Belfast 317 deaths were recorded, for Cork 27, for 
Lurgan 19, foreach of Lisburn and Portadown 11, for Drogheda 7, for Dundalk 5, 
for each of Limerick and Newry 4, for Londonderry 2, and for each of Sligo and 
Kilkenny one death. | 


DipHTHErta.—Among the 57 deaths from this cause are 30 for Belfast, 6 for 
each of Cork and Limerick, 4 for Lisburn, 3 for Ballymena, 2 for each of Lurgan 
and Portadown, and one for each of Galway, Wexford, Sligo and Tralee: : 


DiarRH@AL DisEases.—Among the deaths under this heading are 269 deaths 
of children under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis. Of these 175 
belonged to Belfast, 34 to Cork, 16 to Londonderry, 9 to Waterford, and 6 to each 
of Galway and Lisburn. 





PuLMoNARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The number of deaths from pulmonary tubercu- 
losis registered in the eighteen urban districts amounted to 1,796, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 2°5 per 1,000 of the aggregate population of these districts. The 
deaths in Belfast (1,051) represent a rate of 2'7 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
Im the remaining seventeen urban districts the deaths, 745. represent an annual rate. 
of 2'2 per 1,000 of the aggregate population of these areas. In the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area the rate for deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis (exclusive of deaths 
in public institutions of persons admitted from outside the Area) is equal to 26 
per 1,000 of the estimated population.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 18:4 and 17-4; Dublin Registration Area, 18-3 and 18-3; Dublin City, 
18-1 and 18-3; Belfast, 19-5 and 16-9; Cork, 16-3 and 15-3; Londonderry, 15-6 and 15-3; Limerick, 
23-0 and 27-4; and Waterford, 13-3 and 13-8. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-7 per 1,000. Among the 147 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
2 from enteric fever, 4 from measles, and 7 from whooping-cough, One of the 24 deaths from all causes 
for Cork was from enteric fever, and there was one death from diarrhoea. Of the 17 deaths from all 
causes for Limerick there were 7 from measles and one from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 
2 years. Of the 7 deaths from all causes for Waterford 2 are from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years. The 2 deaths for Lurgan include one‘from measles. One of the 3 deaths recorded for 


Drogheda was caused by whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 194—99 boys 
and 95 girls—and the deaths to 154-66 males and 88 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18-3 per 1,000 of the population, 
the rate for the total deaths registered in the area being 20-1 per 1,000. 

The 140 deaths appertaining to the Area include 3 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, one | 
from influenza, and 4from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from measles were 2, 0, and 6; deaths from whooping-cough 
2,3, and 2 ; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years one, 2, and 0. There 
were no deaths from influenza during the three preceding weeks. 

Tuberculous disease caused 27 deaths (comprising 19 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis and 5 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 13, 20, and 19, 
respectively, in the three weeks preceding. ° 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, one by simple meningitis, 12 by pneumonia (comprising 5 
from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar pneumonia, and 5 from pneumonia, type not distinguished) 15 
by organic diseases of the heart, and 24 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to convulsions, 3 to diarrhcea and 
enteritis, 2 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 


One death was due to burns. 
Thirty-four of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 5th January. 
From this Report it appears that of 41 cases notified, 21 were diphtheria, 6 scarlet fever, 4 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 9 other forms of tuberculosis, and one cerebro-spinal fever. Among the 377 cases 
of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 126 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 110 of scarlet 
fever, 74 of diphtheria, 5 of erysipelas, 5 of measles, 3 of cerebro-spinal fever, and one of whooping-cough.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 20-1 and 18-6; Dublin Registration Area, 22-1 and 19-4; Dublin City, 
22-9 and 19-6; Belfast, 20-0 and 18-8; Cork, 19-0 and 18-0; Londonderry, 15-6 and 16-6; Limerick, 
23-0 and 28-4; and Waterford, 19-0 and 13-8. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000. Among the 151 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
4 from measles, 5 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 4 from diarrhoea. and enteritis. of 
children under 2 years of age. Four of the 17 deaths from all causes for Limerick were from measles, 
and the 8 deaths from all causes for Kilkenny include 3 from the same disease. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 197—109 boys 
and 88 girls—and the deaths to 180—91 males and 89 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22-1 per 1,000 of the population, 
During the two weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 20-2 and was 4-1 below the 
mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate tor all deaths registered 
during the two weeks was 21-8 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 25-6. 

The 169 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from enteric tever, 4 from measles, 2 from 
whooping-cough, one from influenza, and 4 of children under 2 years from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever numbered 0, one, and 0; deaths from measles, 
0, 6, and 3; deaths from whooping-cough, 3, 2, and 2 ; deaths from influenza, 0, 0, and one; and 
deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years 2, 0, and 4, respectively. 

Tuberculous disease caused 12 deaths (comprising 11 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one from 
abdominal tuberculosis), as against 20, 19. and 27, respectively, in the three weeks preceding. 

Twelve deaths were caused by cancer, one by simple meningitis, 9 by pneumonia (comprising 4 
from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), 
15 by organic diseases of the heart, and 34 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to convulsions, 4 to diarrhcea and 
enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 6 to premature birth, and 7 to congenital debility. 

Two deaths of children aged, respectively, 3 years and 4 years were caused by burns. 

One death by suicide was recorded. ' 

Forty-two of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 29 being infants under one year, of whom 15 were under one month old, 
and 53 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 40 were 70 years of age or over.

Nineteen Town Districts, 19-8 and 19-3; Dublin Registration Area, 21-4 and 20-5; Dublin City, 
22-2 and 20-7 ; Belfast, 20-4 and 20-0; Cork, 16:3 and 16-5; Londonderry, 20-9 and 18-3; Limerick, 
19-0 and 22-7; and Waterford, 17-1 and 16-6. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 19 town districts during last week. 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-3 per 1,000. Among the 154 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
8 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 7 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 4 from diarrheal 
diseases. One of the 24 deaths from all causes from Cork is from whoopingscough. Five of the 14 
deaths from all causes for Limerick were from measles, and there was one trom diphtheria, and the 
4 deaths from all causes for Lisburn include one from whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21-4 per 1,000 of the population, 
During the three weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 20-6 and was 3-8 below the 
mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate tor all deaths registered 
during the three weeks was 22:2 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 25:8. 

The 164 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from enteric fever, 9 from measles, 2 from 
whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from influenza, and 4 of children under 2 years from diarrhoea 
and enteritis. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever numbered one, 0, and one ; deaths from measles, 
6, 3, and 4; deaths from whooping-cough, 2, 2, and 2 ; deaths from influenza, 0, one, and one ; and 
deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 0, 4, and 4, respectively. There were 
no deaths from diphtheria registered in the three preceding weeks. 

‘Tuberculous disease caused 28 deaths (comprising 24 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculosis of the spinal column and 3 from disseminated tuberculosis), as against 19, 27, and 12, 
respectively, in the three weeks preceding. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 10 by pneumonia (comprising 7 from broncho-pneumonia, and 
3 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), 9 by organic diseases of the heart, and 28 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to diarrhea and enteritis, 4 to 
premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 

There were 3 deaths caused by accident, including 2 by burns or scalds (one being that of a child 
aged one year 11 months). 

Thirty-seven of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 17 being infants under one year, ot whom 6 were under one month old, 
and 49 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 32 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 164 deaths recorded, 55 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

From this it appears that the cases admitted to hospital during the week and the cases under treatment 
at- its Close, respectively, were as follows :—Enteric fever 3 and 16; measles 8 and 37; scarlet fever 
6 and 35*; and diphtheria 2 and 17. Seven cases of pneumonia were admitted during the week 
and 30 remained under treatment at its close. Of the deaths in hospital during the week one was from 
each of measles and scarlét fever and 2 were from pneumonia.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are givenin Table Ii. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :-— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 14-8 and 18-7; Dublin Registration Area, 14-8 and 19-3; Dublin City, 
16-9 and 20-4; Belfast, 16-3 and 19-8; Cork, 10-2 and 14-5; Londonderry, 10-4 and 15-6; Limerick, 
20-3 and 20-6; and Waterford, 20:9 and 21-4. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000. Among the 123 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
8 from measles, 12 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of a child under 2 years. Of the 15 deaths from all causes for Limerick one is from enteric fever, 
and 2 are from measles,. One of the 7 deaths from all causes for Lurgan is from diphtheria. The 
4 deaths from all causes for Drogheda include one from whooping-cough, and one of the 3 deaths from 
all causes for Ballymena is from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 173—84 boys 
and 89 girls—and the deaths to 122-68 males and 54 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 14-8 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the six weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 19-6 and was 5-0 below the 
mean rate tor the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths registered 
during the six weeks was 21-1 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 26-1. 

The 113 deaths appertaining to the Area include 2 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough. two 
from influenza, one from chicken-pox, and 7 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from measles numbered 9, 5, and 2; deaths from whooping- 
cough, 2, 4, and 3; deaths from influenza, one, one, and one; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years 4, 2, and 3 respectively. There were no deaths from chicken-pox registered 
in the three preceding weeks. 

Tuberculous disease caused 9 deaths (comprising 8 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one from 
tuberculous meningitis), as against 28, 33, and 26, respectively, in the three weeks preceding. 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, !0 by pneumonia (comprising 5 from broncho-pneumonia, 
2from lobar pneumonia, and 3 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), 11 by organic diseases of 
the heart, and 10 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to convulsions, 6 to diarrhoa and 
enteritis, 3 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 

Four deaths were due to drowning and 2 were caused by vehicles. 

Thirty-six of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 27 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month old, 
and 33 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 20 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 113 deaths recorded, 47 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The mortality for the week ended 9th instant in 96 large English towns (including London, in 
which the rate was 16°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15-7 per 1,000 persons living. 
The average rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 13-9 per 1,000 persons living, the rate for 
Glasgow being 13-2 and for Edinburgh 11-9. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


Maxwell Williamson, M.D.; B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 


for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 9th February. 
From this Report it appears that of 43 cases notified, 16 were diphtheria, 10 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
8 other forms of tuberculosis, 8 scarlet fever, and one enteric fever. Among the 340 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were: 145 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 62 of diph- 
theria, 59 of scarlet fever, 19 of measles, 4 of erysipelas, one of cerebro-spinal fever, one of puerperal fever, 
one of enteric fever, and one of whooping-cough. :

Nineteen Town Districts, 17-3 and 18-1; Dublin Registration Area, 17-6 and 18-4; Dublin City, 
18-1 and 19-4; Belfast, 20-0 and 19-7; Cork, 12:2 and 13-4; Londonderry, 11-7 and 13-3; Limerick, 
16:2 and 19-9; and Waterford, 22-8 and 22:8. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000. Among the 151 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from typhus, 5 from measles, 7 from whooping-cough, and 5 from diarrhoeal diseases. Included 
in the 18 deaths from all causes for Cork is one from measles. Of the 12 deaths from all causes for 
Limerick 3 are from measles.

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 156—81 boys 
and 75 girls—and the deaths to 141-64 males and 77 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17-6 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the seven weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 19-3 and was 5-3 below the 
mean tate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths registered 
during the seven weeks was 20-7 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 26-1. 

The 135 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from enteric fever, one from measles, 8 
from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, two from influenza, and 3 from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from measles numbered 5,2, and 2; deaths from whooping- 
cough, 4, 3, and 2; deaths from diphtheria, one, 0, and 0 ; deaths from influenza, one, one, and 2; 
and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 2, 3, and 7 respectively. There were 
no deaths from enteric fever registered in the three preceding weeks. 

Tuberculous disease caused 25 deaths (comprising 21 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous 
meningitis, and 2 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 33, 26, and 9, respectively, in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Eleven deaths were caused by cancer, 2 by simple meningitis, 13 by pneumonia (comprising 6 
from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), 
11 by organic diseases of the heart, and 12 by bronchitis. ; 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to convulsions, 3 to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 2 to premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths (one being due to an accident on a railway). 

Thirty-five of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 17 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old, 
and 36 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 29 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 135 deaths recorded, 56 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 16th February. 
From this Report it appears that of 65 cases notified, 21 were diphtheria, 19 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
9 other forms of tuberculosis, 13 scarlet fever, and 3 erysipelas. Among the 354 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 149 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 68 of diph- 
theria, 61 of scarlet fever, 22 of measles, 3 of erysipelas, one of cerebro-spinal fever, one of puerperal fever, 
one of enteric fever, and one of whooping-cough.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 18-9 and 17-7; Dublin Registration Area, 20-3 and 18-1; Dublin City, 
21-4 and 19-0; Belfast, 18-7 and 19-9; Cork, 15-6 and 14-4; Londonderry, 27-4 and 15-6; Limerick, 
19-0 and 19-6; and Waterford, 15-2 and 19-9. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during. last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000. Among the 141 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
4 from measles, 7 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
a child under 2 years. One of the 3 deaths from all causes for Lisburn is from whooping-cough, and 
the 7 deaths from all causes for Kilkenny include one from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 192—94 boys 
and 98 girls—and the deaths to 172—85 males and 87 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 17) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20-3 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the eight weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 19-5 and was 5:3 below the 
mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths registered 
during the eight weeks was 21-0 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 26-2. 

The 155 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 
from diphtheria, one from dysentery, and 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from measles numbered 2, 2, and one ; deaths from whooping- 
cough, 3, 2, and 8 ; deaths from diphtheria, 0, 0, and 2; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years, 3, 7, and 3 respectively. There were no deaths from dysentery registered in 
the three preceding weeks. 

Tuberculous disease caused 33 deaths (comprising 30 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous 
meningitis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis), as against 26, 9, and 25, respectively, in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 4 by simple meningitis, 15 by pneumonia (comprising Ll 
from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar pneumonia, and 2 from pneumonia, type not distinguished) , 
15 by organic diseases of the heart, and 14 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 were due to diarrhoea and enteritis, 5 to 
premature birth, and 5 to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths from burns (one being that of a child aged one year and ten 
months). 

Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years. of age, 34 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old, 
and 32 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 21 were 70 years of age or over..,

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND, . 


The mortality for the week ended 23rd instant in 96 large English towns (including London, in 
which the rate was 17-2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16-7 per 1,000 persons living. 
The average rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 14-8 per 1,000 persons living, the rate for Glasgow 
being 15-4 and for Edinburgh 12:8. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 23rd February. 
From this Report it appears that of 62 cases notified, 23 were diphtheria, 19 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
2 other forms of tuberculosis, 16 scarlet fever, and 2 erysipelas. Among the 380 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 152 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 76 of dipb- 
theria, €6 of scarlet fever, 25 of measles, 4 of erysipelas, one of cerebro-spinal fever, one of enteric fever, 
and one of whooping-cough.

Six cases of pneumonia were admitted 
during the week and 32 remained under treatment at its close. Of the deaths in hospital during the 
week 2 were from diphtheria.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 162—76 boys 
and 86 girls—and the deaths to 153-31 males and 72 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18-7 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the nine weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 19-4 and was 5-4 below the 
mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths registered 
during the nine weeks was 20-8 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 26 :3. 

The 143 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 10 from 
whooping-cough, one trom influenza, and 4 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever numbered 0, one and 0; deaths from 
measles 2, one, and one; de.ths from whooping-cough, 2, 8, and 3 ; deaths from influenza 2, 2, and 0; 
and deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 7, 3, and 3 respectively. 

Tuberculous disease caused 24 deaths (comprising 19 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms ot tuberculosis), as against 9, 25, and 33, respec- 
tively, in the three weeks preceding. 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, 3 by simple. meningitis, 13 by pneumonia (comprising 11 
from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from lobar pneumonia), 11 by organic diseases of the heart, and 15 by 
bronchitis. | 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to convulsions, 4 were due to diarrhcea 
and enteritis, 2 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 

There were 6 accidental deaths, 4 being due to inhalation of carbon dioxide gas, and one (that of 
a child aged one year) was due to scalds. 

Forty-six of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 25 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old, 
and 36 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 21] were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 143 deaths recorded, 60 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are givenin Table Il. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 23-5 and 19-2; Dublin Registration Area, 24-3 and 20-2; Dublin City, 
25-8 and 21-4; Belfast, 25-7 and 20-4; Cork, 21-1 and 16-5; Londonderry, 19-6 and 19-2; Limerick, 
27-1 and 22-3; and Waterford, 13-3 and 14:3. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000. Among the 194 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, one from typhus, 4 from measles, 20 from whooping-cough, and one from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. The 15 deaths from all causes for Londonderry include 
one from enteric fever, and of the 4 deaths from all causes for Newry one is from whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 227—120 boys 
and 107 girls—and the deaths to 201—-100 males and 101 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 15) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24-3 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the ten weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 19-9 and was 4-9 below the 
mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths registered 
during the ten weeks was 21-4 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 26-3. 

The 186 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from enteric fever, one from measles, 2 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 3 from 
influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever numbered one, 0 and one; deaths from 
‘measles one, one, and 2; dexths from whooping-cough, 8, 3, and 10 ; dsaths from diphtheria, 2, 2, and 
0; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 3, 3, and 4, and deaths from influenza 
2, 0, and one respectively. 

Tuberculous disease caused 45 deaths (comprising 29 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 6 from tuberculous 
meningitis, and 10 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 25, 33, and 24, respectively, in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, 2 by simple meningitis, 20 by pneumonia (comprising 9 from 
broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar pneumonia, and 8 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), 18 by 
organic diseases of the heart, and 21 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 were due to convulsions, one to simple meningitis, 
3 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 2 to congenital malformations, one to premature birth, and 4 to congenital 
debility. 

Filty-three of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 24 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month old, 
and 41 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 32 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 186 deaths recorded, 72 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

InFEcTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 9th March. 
From this Report it appears that of 64 cases notified, 19 were scarlet fever, 17 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
7 other forms of tuberculosis, 16 diphtheria, 3 erysipelas, one puerperal fever, and one verebro-spinal fever, 
Among the 404 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 156 of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 85 of diphtheria, 81 of scarlet fever, 22 of measles, 2 of puerperal fever, 2 of cerebro-spinal fever, 
one of whooping-cough, one of erysipelas, and one of enteric fever. ‘

The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :—

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 21-1 and 22-8; Dublin Registration Area 20-3 and 23-6 ; Dublin City, 
Q 21-4 and 25-0; Belfast 23-5and 25-1; Cork, 27-9 and 27:2; Londonderry, 22-2 and 17-3; Limerick, 
19-0 and 18-6; and Waterford, 28-5 and 20-0. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week. 

were equal to an annual rate of 2-1 per 1,000. Among the 177 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 

one from enteric fever, 7 from measles, 14 from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years; and the 41 deaths from all causes for Cork include 6 from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 142—65 boys 
and 77 girls—and the deaths to 169—80 males and 89 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20-3 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the thirteen weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 20-7 and was 4-1 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths registered 
during the thirteen weeks was 22-2 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 26-3. 

The 155 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 5 
from whooping-cough, 4 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 2 from 
influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever numbered one, 0, and one; deaths from 
measles one, one, and 5; deaths from whooping-cough, 2, 6, and 11; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis. 
of children under 2 years, 3, 0, and 10; and deaths from influenza 3, one, and 4, respectively. 
he | Tuberculous disease caused 36 deaths (comprising 28 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from tuberculous 
meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 45, 32, and 35, respectively, in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Five deaths were caused by cancer, 3 by simple meningitis, 18 by pneumonia (comprising 12 from 
broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar pneumonia, and 3 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), 8 - 
by organic diseases of the heart, and 18 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to simple meningitis, 4 to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, one to congenital malformation, and 5 to congenital debility. 

There were 5 violent deaths, one (that of a child aged 4 years) being caused by sealds, and one 
(that of a child aged one year) by suffocation in bed. 

Fifty-four of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 26 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one month old, and 28. 
deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 13 were 70 years of age or over.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND, 


The mortality for the week ended 30th ultimo in 96 large English towns (including London, in 
which the rate was 16°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16-1 per 1,000 persons living. 
The average rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 14-6 per 1,000 persons living, the rate for 
Glasgow being 14-5 and for Edinburgh 12-7. 

InFectious DisEASES IN EDINBURGH, 


The Rtgistrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 30th March. 
From this Report it appears that of 59 cases notified, 19 were scarlet fever, 19 diphtheria, 10 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 6 other forms of tuberculosis, and 5 erysipelas. Among the 460 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 157 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 136 of scarlet fever, 
75 of diphtheria, 14 of measles, 7 of erysipelas, 3 of whooping-cough, 2 of cerebro-spinal fever, and one 
of enteric fever.

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CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during last quarter was 174, being equal to an annual rate of 1-74 per 1,000 of the population. 


Enteric Fever.—The number of fatal cases of enteric fever registered during the 13 weeks ended 
30th March last was 8, as compared with 5, 5 and 9 respectively, in the three preceding quarters and 
an average of 10 for the first quarter of the five years, 1913-17. Of the 8 deaths, 4 belonged to North 
City districts, 3 to South City districts, and one death was that of a person admitted to an institution 
from a locality outside the Dublin Registration Area. From Table I. it will be seen that the number 
of cases of enteric fever under treatment in Dublin hospitals during the quarter was 72; of these, 41 were 
discharged, 5 died, and 26 remained under treatment at the close of the period. 


Typuus.—As in the preceding quarter, no deaths from this disease were recorded ; 4 cases of the 
disease were, however, admitted to hospital during the quarter just ended, and’ of the 4 cases one was 
discharged and 3 remained under treatment at the end of the quarter. 


SMALL-POX.—No case of this disease was reported. 


Mrastxs.—This cause accounted for 38 deaths, as against 93, 8 and 26, respectively, in the three 
preceding quarters, and an average of 47 for the first quarter of the five years, 1913-17. Of the 38 deaths, 
18 appertained to North City districts, 16 to South City districts, one to Rathmines and Rathgar, one 
to Blackrock, and 2 to Kingstown. Of the cases under treatment in hospitals (156), 96 were discharged 
7 died, and 53 remained under treatment at the close of the quarter. 


ScarLeT FEver.—Four deaths from scarlet fever were recorded, the average for the first quarter 
of the five years, 1913-17, being 7. The cases under treatment in Dublin hospitals numbered 151, and 
of these, 108 were discharged, 4 died, and 39f remained under treatment at the end of the period. 


Wuooprinc-Coucu.— Deaths from whooping-cough, which in the three preceding quarters numbered 
23, 21 and 21, respectively, rose to 60 (equivalent to an annual rate of 0-60 per 1,000 of the population) 
during the past quarter, the 60 deaths being 19 above the average (41) for the first quarter of the five 
years, 1913-17. To North City districts 39 deaths were referred, to South City districts 16, to Rathmines 
and Rathgar urban district 4, and to Pembroke one death. Of the deaths from whooping-cough recorded 
for North City districts, 13 appertained to the district of North City No. 1 West, 10 to No. 2 North 
and 9 to No. 3 North City district. 


DipHTHERIA.—Eleven deaths were assigned to this disease, being 5 under the average (16) for the 
first quarter of the five years preceding, the deaths from diphtheria in the second, third and fourth 
quarters of 1917 numbering respectively 6, 9 and 16. 

Of the 11 deaths, 5 appertained to North City districts, 3 to South City districts, one to Rathmines 
and Rathgar urban district, and 2 deaths were those of persons admitted to institutions from localities 
outside the Registration Area. 

Table I. shows that 85 cases of the disease were under treatment in Dublin hospitals during the 
quarter, that 51 were discharged, that 11 died, and that 23 remained under treatment at its close. 


DriaARRH@AL Diszases.—To this group were assigned the deaths of 51 children under 2 years of 
age from diarrhcea and enteritis, as compared with an average of 55 for the first quarter of the five years 
preceding. Of the 51 deaths, 20 appertained to North City districts, 23 to South City districts, 7 to 
Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, and one to Pembroke. 


INFLUENZA.—The number of deaths from influenza was 20, as compared with 13, 2 and 2, respectively 
in the three preceding quarters and an average of 50 for the first quarter of the five years, 1913-17. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL Fever.—During the quarter only one fatal case of this disease was recorded, the 
numbers in the three preceding quarters being 2, 2 and one respectively. 


‘TUBERCULOSIS.—There were 397 deaths from all forms of the disease (comprising 310 deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis, 35 from tuberculous meningitis, 19 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 33 from 
other forms of the disease) registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter. 

These 397 deaths, equivalent to an annual rate of 3-98 per 1,000 of the population, are 3 under the 
average (400) for the corresponding period of the five years preceding. 


For the city 308 deaths from tuberculosis were recorded, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-04 per 


1,000 of the population, the deaths for the North City districts numbering 152 (or 3-75 per 1,000), and 
for the South City districts 156 (or 4-36 per 1,000). 

The deaths for the urban districts, which, with the city, comprise the Registration Area, amounted 
to 57 and afford an annual rate of 2-43 per 1,000 of the population. For Rathmines and Rathgar urban 
district the deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 20 (or 2:04 per 1,000), for Pembroke 15 (or 2-05 
per 1,000), for Blackrock 9 (or 4-04 per 1,000), and for Kingstown the deaths from this disease amounted 
to 13, being equivalent to an annual rate of 3-15 per 1,000 of the population. 


_Cancer.—The deaths under this heading, comprising fatal cases of carcinoma, sarcoma, and cancer, 
malignant disease, numbered 132, and afford an annual rate of 1-32 per 1,000 of the population. In the 
three preceding quarters deaths from cancer were 143, 110 and 120, respectively, and in the first quarter 
of the five preceding years the average number was 119.

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Pnevumonia.—To this title were assigned 191 deaths (including 102 from broncho-pneumonia, 27 
from lobar pneumonia, and 62 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as compared with an average of 
235 for the first quarter of the five years, 1913-17. The annual rate represented by the 191 deaths is 
1-91 per 1,000 of the population. 


DISEASES OF THE BRAIN AND Nervous SystemM.—The deaths under this heading amounted to 204 
(equal to an annual rate of 2-05 per 1,000 of the population), as against 216, 163, and 179 in the three 
preceding quarters, and an average of 257 for the first quarter of the five preceding years. . Included 
in the 204 deaths are 27 from convulsions, 26 of the latter being those of children under 5 years of age. 


DISEASES OF THE CIRCULATORY SysTEM.—There were 218 deaths from these diseases, affording 
an annual rate of 2-19 per 1,000 of the population, and include 190 deaths from organic diseases of the 
heart. For the first quarter of the five years, 1913-17,the average number of deaths from diseases of 
the circulatory system was 253. : 


Broncurtis.—Deaths from bronchitis, numbering 267, are equivalent to an annual rate of 2-68 
per 1,000 of the population, and are 143 under the average (410) for the first quarter of the five years, 
1913-17. 


CoNGENITAL ConpiITIoNns.—To congenital malformations 12 deaths were ascribed, to premature 
birth 43 deaths, and to congenital debility 59 deaths. 


VioteNcE.—Included in this group are 12 deaths (8 being those of children under 5 years of age) 
caused by burns or sealds, 6 by drowning, 5 by vehicles or horses, 4 by poisoning (carbon dioxide) and 
2 deaths of infants by suffocation in bed. One death was ascribed to a railway accident, one resulted 
from an accident during building operations, and one death was that of a soldier caused by wounds 
received in battle. There were 4 cases of suicide.

In 68 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 68 cases, 29 (or 42:6 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 


Of the deaths of 108 infants under one month old registered, there were 17 (or 15-7 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. 


From Table ITl., page 130f, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal epidemic diseasest in the Dublin Registration Area was 1-7 per 1,000, that in the 
City it was 2-0, and in the urban districts U-9, the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in 
Clontarf and Howth, No, 1, part of, to 3-4 in North City, No. 1, West, the 257 deaths from 
all causes for that district including one from enteric fever, 7 from measles, 13 from whooping- 
cough, 3 from diphtheria, and 10 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 


Occupations.—From Table IV., page 130g, it will be observed that the deaths in families of 
the “‘ Professional and Independent Class ”’ were equai to an annual rate of 20-7 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that class according to the Census of 1911; the rate for the “ Middle Class’ was 14-9 per 1,000 ; 
among the “ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 17-4; and in the “ General Service Class ”’ 
it was 22-0. 


Acs.—Of the 2,206 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the auarter, 609 were under 5 years of age, including 329 infants under one year of age, the latter repre- 
senting a rate of 142 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of 

age is equal to an annual mortality of 59-5 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 6-4 per 1,000 
persons at that age-period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual rate of 
6-7 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 17-8 per 1,000 
of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911); for those between 25 and 45 
the rate was 9-6; for those between 45 and 65 it was 34:1; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 78-0; and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate was 157-4 per

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Pusuic InstrtuTrIons.—Of the 2,206 deaths recorded during the quarter, 923, or 41-8 per cent., 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 565 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; 136 
in the North Dublin Union Workhouse ; 213 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 9 (those of 
persons admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WratHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly temperature 
as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 43-4°. At Greenwich, it was 42-1°; 


at Glasgow, 40-3° ; and at Edinburgh, 40-4°. 


Therainfall at Dublin during thethirteen weeks measured 4-80 inches; at Greenwich, 4:65 inches; 
at Glasgow, 10-78 inches; and at Edinburgh, 5-13 inches. 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table II., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
19-8 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Galway, 9-7; Clonmel, 11-0; Dundalk, 11-3; Drogheda, 
14-7; Ballymena, 14-8; Sligo, 15:0; Newry, 15-7; Lurgan, 16-6; Londonderry, 16-9 ; Wexford, 
17-3; Lisburn, 18-1; Waterford, 18-5; Tralee, 18-6; Cork, 18:9; Portadown, 19-1; Limerick, 
20:4; Dublin Registration Area, 20-6; Belfast, 21-1; and Kilkenny, 22-1. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 1-9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in Galway and Clonmel to 3-3 in Limerick, 
the 196 deaths from all causes for that district including 2 from enteric fever, 26 from measles, 2 from 
diphtheria, and two from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the eighteen 
provincial urban districts already named, and Tables II. and V. give in detail the results of the registra- 


tion for the quarter : 





Enteric Frver.—Ten deaths from this disease were recorded, comprising 5 for Belfast, 2 for 
Limerick, and one death each for Cork, Londonderry and Dundalk. 


TypHus.—Three deaths from typhus were recorded for Belfast. 


SMALL-Pox.—There was no mortality from this cause. 


MupasLes.—Of 129 deaths from measles, 72 appertained to Belfast, 26 to Limerick, 18 to Cork, 7 
to Kilkenny, 4 to Ballymena, and one death each to Dundalk and Lurgan. 


ScarLeT Frver.—The 4 deaths from scarlet fever belonged to Belfast. 


Wuoopine-coucH.—There were 150 deaths from this disease in Belfast, 4 in Newry, 3 each in 
Cork and Lisburn, and 2 in Drogheda. 


DipuTHERTA.—Nineteen deaths from diphtheria were recorded, including 11 belonging to Belfast, 
2 to Limerick, and one death each to Cork, Lurgan, Lisburn, Portadown, Wexford and Tralee. 


DraRRH@AL DisEases.—Deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age 
numbered 40, and of these 25 belonged to Belfast, 4 each to Cork and Waterford, and 2 each to London- 


derry and Limerick. ; 


PuLMonary TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual death-rate from pulmonary tuberculosis for the 19 
towns in the aggregate was 2-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area 
it was 2-9 per 1,000, for Belfast county borough 2-6 per 1,000, and for the urban districts collectively 
(not including Dublin Registration Area and Belfast), it was 2-4 per 1,000. (See Table IL).

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are givenin Table IT. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to: the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 23-6 and 22-8; Dublin Registration Area, 21-8 and 23:0; Dublin City, 


23-2 and 24-3; Belfast 26-1 and 25-2; Cork, 26-5 and 28-5; Londonderry, 18-2 and 16-9; Limerick, 
20-3 and 16:9; and Waterford, 24-7 and 22-8 


The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-6 per 1,000. Arnong the 197 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
® from enteric fever, 4 from measles, 9 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 2 from 
diarrhoeal diseases. The 39 deaths from all causes for Cork include 10 from measles, 3 from 
whooping-cough, and one from diarrhosa and enteritis of a child under 2 years. Among the 15 deaths 
from all causes for Limerick is one from each of enteric fever, diphtheria, and diarrheea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 184—87 boys. 
and 97 girls—and the deaths to 181—91 males and 90 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21-8 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the fourteen weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 20-8 and was 4:0 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths registered 
during the fourteen weeks was 22-3 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 26-3. 

The 167 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 14 
from whooping-cough, one ‘rom diphtheria, and 3 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 
years. 
“In the three preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever numbered 0, one, and one; deaths from 
measles, one, 5, and 2; deaths from whooping-cough, 6, 11, and 5; deaths from diphtheria, 0, one, and 
0; and deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 0, 10, and 4. 

Tuberculous disease caused 30 deaths(comprising 23 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 from tuberculous. 
meningitis, and 2 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 32, 35, and 36, respectively, in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, 2 by simple meningitis, 7 by pneumonia (comprising 3 from 
broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar pneumonia, and 3 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), 17 

by organic diseases of the heart, and 23 by bronchitis. 
Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 were due to convulsions, 3 to diarrhcea and enteritis, 
one to congenital malformation, 3 to premature birth, and 6 to congenital debility. 

There were 4 violent deaths, 3 having been caused accidentally, including one death attributed to 
an irritant poison, and one was a case of suicide. 

Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 23 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old, and 40 
deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 31 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 167 deaths recorded, 63 occurred in‘hospitals and other’public institutions.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND, 


The mortality for the week ended 30th ultimo in 96 large English towns (including London, in 
which the rate was 16+7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16-1 per 1,000 persons living. 
The average rate for the week ended 6th instant for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 13-9 per 1,000 persons 
living, the rate for Glasgow being 13+3 and for Edinburgh 12-4. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 6th April. 
From this Report it appears that of 77 cases notified, 25 were scarlet fever, 22 diphtheria, 14 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 14 other forms of tuberculosis, and 2 erysipelas. Among the 471 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 158 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 151 of scarlet fever, 
75 of diphtheria, 14 of measles, 9 of erysipelas, 4 of whooping-cough, 2 of cerebro-spinal fever, and one 
of enteric fever.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 23-2 and 23:2; Dublin Registration Area, 24-0 and 23-5; Dublin City, 
24-4 and 25-1; Belfast, 24-1 and 24-9; Cork, 32-0 and 29-7; Londonderry, 19-6 and 18-3; Limerick. 
20-3 and 19-0; and. Waterford, 7-6 and 19-5. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-7 per 1,000. Among the 182 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, 5 from measles, 20 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from diarrhoea 
and enteritis of children under two years, and 2 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. The 47 deaths from 
all causes for Cork include 10 from measles, and one from whooping-cough, and one of the 8 deaths 
from all causes for Portadown is from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 158—76 boys 
and 82 girls—and the deaths to 193-92 males and 101 females. 

‘The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering {)) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24-0 per 1,000 of the population- 
During the fifteen weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21 -0 and was 3-8 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths registered 
during the fifteen weeks was 22-5 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 26:3. 

The 184 deaths appertaining to the Area include 3 from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 9 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from influenza, and 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the three preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever numbered one, one, and one; deaths from 
measles, 5, 2, and 2; deaths from whooping-cough, 11, 5, and 14; deaths from influenza, 4, 2, and 0; 
and deaths from diarrhoea. and enteritis of children under 2 years, 10, 4, and 3 respectively. 

Tuberculous disease caused 36 deaths(comprising 26 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 6 from tuberculous: 
meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 35, 36, and 30, respectively, in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Thirteen deaths were caused by cancer, 2 by simple meningitis, 17 by pneumonia (comprising 7 
from broncho-pneumonia,. 3 from lobar pneumonia, and 7 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), 13 
by organic diseases of the heart, and 30 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 6 were duc to convulsions, 3 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 
4 to premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. 

‘here was one violent death. 

Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of children: 
under 5 years of age, 30 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one month old, and 47 
deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 36 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 184 deaths recorded, 74 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 13th April. 
From this Report it appears that of 51 cases notified, 21 were scarlet fever, 12 diphtheria, 12 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 5 other forms of tuberculosis, and one erysipelas. Among the 464 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 164 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 149 of scarlet fever, 
79 of diphtheria, 11 of measles, 6 of whooping-cough, 4 of erysipelas, and 2 of cerebro-spinal fever.

The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 20-1 and 22-2; Dublin Registration Area, 20-8 and 22-2; Dublin City, 
21-9 and 23-5; Belfast 19-5 and 23-7; Cork, 29-9 and 28-0; Londonderry, 16-9 and 17-6; Limerick, 
6-8 and 13-9; and Waterford, 19-0 and 17-6. ; 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-4 per 1,000. Among the 147 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, 5 from measles, 14.from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 2 from 
diarrhceal diseases. The 44 deaths from all causes for Cork include 9 from measles and one from 
whooping-cough, and one of the 6 deaths from all causes for Drogheda is from whooping-cough.

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, 2 by simple meningitis, 5 by broncho-pneumonia, 9 by organic 
diseases of the heart, and 17 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to diarrhea and enteritis, 2 to congenital 
malformations, 3 to premature birth, and 8 to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths, one being that of a child aged 2 years caused by burns. , 

Forty-eizht of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 25 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month 
old, and 41 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 30 were 70 years of age or 
over.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are givenin Table IJ. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 18-5 and 19-6; Dublin Registration Area, 20-3 and 20-3; Dublin City, 
90-9 and 20-8; Belfast 17-6 and 20-1; Cork, 17-6 and 20-4; Londonderry, 14-3 and 15-0; Limerick, 
19-0 and 18-3; and Waterford, 22-8 and 16-2. . 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-4 per 1,000. Among the 133 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, one from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 2 from 
diarrhceal diseases. The 25 deaths from ali causes for Cork include 3 from measles and one from 
whooping-cough. - One of the 11 deaths from all causes for Londonderry is from whooping-cough, 
Included in the 4 deaths from all causes for Galway are 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years. Two of the 5 deaths from all causes for Lurgan are from whooping-cough, and one 
of the 6 deaths from all causes for Portadown is from enteric fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 257—128 boys 
and 129 girls—and the deaths to 173—88 males and 85 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 18) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20:3 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the twenty weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 20-9 and was 3°3 
below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths 
registered during the twenty weeks was 22-7 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten

years 25-7. 
The 155 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from enteric fever, 3 from measles, one

There were no deaths from enteric fever or scarlet fever registered in the three 
preceding weeks. 

Tuberculous disease caused 33 deaths(comprising 23 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 from tuberculous 
meningitis, and 5 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 30, 19, and 28, respectively, in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, 3 by simple meningitis, 16 by pneumonia (comprising 9 from 
broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia, type: not distinguished), 14 by 


organic diseases of the heart, and 13 by bronchitis.

There were 3 accidental deaths and one death by suicide, 

Thirtv-two of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 13 being infants under one year, of whom 3 were under one month old, 
and 41 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 31 were 70 years of age or over.

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality for the week ended 18th instant in 96 large English towns (including London, in 


which the rate was 13+3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 13+1 per 1,000 persons living. 
The average rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 17-0 per 1,000 persons living, the rate for 
Glasgow being 19-8 and for Edinburgh 13: 1. 

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 18th May. 
From this Report it appears that of 55 cases notified, 17 were scarlet fever 16 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
13 other forms of tuberculosis, 4 diphtheria, 4 erysipelas and one cerebro-spinal fever. Among the 402 
cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 166 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 
97 of scarlet fever, 29 of diphtheria, 29 of measles, 7 of erysipelas, 4 of whooping-cough, and 3 of 
cerebro-spinal fever.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal! 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 


if thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are givenin Table II. The 


deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 16-3 and 18:4 Dublin Registration Area, 17-9 and 20-0; Dublin City, 
20-0 and 20-9 ; Belfast 16-2 and 17-8; Cork, 14-3 and 17-9; Londonderry, 19-6 and 16-6; Limerick, 
4-1 and14-2; and Waterford, 24:7 and 19-9. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000. Among the 122 deaths from all causes for Belfast are: 
5 from whooping-cough, and one from diarrhea, and enteritis of a child under 2 years, The 21 deaths. 
from: all causes for Cork include one from measles, and one from whooping-cough, and the 3 deaths 
from’ all causes for Kilkenny include oné from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 244—120 boys 
and 124 girls—and the deaths ’to 143—-66 males and 77 females. 
The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent. an annual rate of mortality of 17-9 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the twenty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 20-7 and was 3:0 
below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17.. The rate for all deaths 
registered during the twenty-two weeks was 22-5 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten 
years 25:2. 
The 137 deaths appertaining: to the Area include one from measles, 9 from, whooping-cough, 
one from diphtheria, 6 from diarrhceal Ciseases, and one from influenza. 
In the three preceding weeks deaths from measles numbered 9,3, and 7 ; deaths from whooping- 


~ cough 10, 6, and 7; deaths f om diphthe.ia 0, and 4; deaths from diarrheal diseases 3, 0, and 3, 


and deaths from influenza one,-0 and 3, respectively. 

Tuberculous disease caused 22 deaths (comprising 19 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 2 from abdominal tuberculosis), as against 28, 33, and 31, respectively, in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Eight deaths were caused by cancer, 10 by p2eumonia (comprising 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 
2 from lobar pneumonia, and 6 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), 7 by organic diseases ‘of the 


_ heart, and 12 by bronchitis. : 


Of 4 accidental deaths, ore (that of a child aged 3} years), was caused by burns. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to convulsions, 4 to diarrheea and 
enteritis, 3 to premature birth, and 6 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-four of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 21 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month old, 
and 36 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 3) were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 137 deaths recorded, 57 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are givenin Table Hl. ‘The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 16-2 and 17-3; Dublin Registration Area, 17-3 and 18-9; Dublin City, 
17-8 and 19-7; Belfast 14-1 and 16-2; Cork, 23-1 and 19-0; Londonderry, 24:8 and 18-6; Limerick, 
14:9 and 11:5; and Waterford, 19-0 and 21-4. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-1 per 1,000. Among the 106 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years. The 34 deaths from all causes for Cork include 6 from measles, and one of the 
19 deaths from all causes for Londonderry is from the same disease.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17-3 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the twenty-three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 20-6 and was 2-9 
below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths 
registered during the twenty-three weeks was 22-3 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten 

ears 24-9. 
‘ The 132 deaths appertaining to the Area include 3 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 3 from 
diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from epidemic rose rash. 

In the three preceding weeks deaths from measles numbered 3, 7, and one ; deaths from whooping- 
cough 6, 7, and 9; ani deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 0, 2, and 5, 
respectively. 

Tuberculous disease caused 28 deaths (comprising 29 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 5 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 33, 31, and 22, respectively, 
in the three weeks preceding. 

Fourteen deaths were caused by cancer, one by simple meningitis, 11 by pneumonia (comprising 7 
from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar pneumonia, and 2 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), 3 
by organic diseases of the heart, and 10 by bronchitis. 

Two deaths were caused by drowning. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to convulsions, 3 to diarrhcea and 
enteritis, 3 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-three of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 20 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old, 

and 30 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 22 were 70 years of age or over.

InFecTIouS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 8th June. 
From this Report it appears that of 56 cases notified, 19 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 6 other forms 
of tuberculosis, 16 diphtheria, 14 scarlet fever, and one erysipelas. Among the 342 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 163 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 83 of scarlet 


fever, 39 of diphtheria, 14 of measles, 5 of erysipelas, 4 of whooping-cough, 4 of enteric fever, -and 
2 of cerebro-spinal fever.

Tuberculous disease caused 24 deaths (comprising 18 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from other firms of tuberculosis), as against 31, 22, and 28, respectively, 
in the three weeks preceding. 

Nine deaths were caused by caneer, one by simple meningitis, 10 by pneumonia (comprising 3 
from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), 8 
by organic diseases of the heart, and 7 by bronchitis. 

Two deaths were caused by railway accidents and there was one death by drowning. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, » were due to convulsions, 3 to diarrhoa and 
enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 6 to premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. — 

Thirty-eight of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.Sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 15th June. 
From this Report it appears that of 43 cases notified, 20 were scarlet fever, 15 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
2 other forms of tuberculosis, 4 diphtheria, one cerebro-spinal fever, and one erysipelas. Among the 337 
cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 164 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 84 of 
scarlet fever, 37 of diphtheria, 10 of measles, 5 of erysipelas, 3 of whooping-cough, 3 of cerebro-spinal 
fever, and 2 of enteric fever.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 29th June. 
From this Report it appears that of 46 cases notified, 17 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 7 other forms of 
tuberculosis, 11 diphtheria, 9 scarlet fever, one erysipelas and one cerebro-spinal fever. | Among the 355 
cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 167 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 73 of 
scarlet fever, 46 of diphtheria, 15 of measles, 4 of erysipelas, 4 of whooping-cough, 3 of cerebro-spinal 
fever, and 2 of enteric fever.

The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during last quarter was 206, being equal to an annual rate of 2-07 per 1,000 of the population. | 


Eyteric Fever.—During the 13 weeks ended 29th June 6 deaths from enteric fever were registered, 
the number of such deaths in the three preceding quarters being 5, 9 and 8 respectively, as compared 
with an average for the corresponding period of the preceding 5 years of 7. Of the 6 deaths recorded 
for the period under review, 4 belonged to the North City districts, one to South City No. 3 district 
and one to Kingstown. From Table I. it may be seen that 48 cases of this disease were treated in Dublin 
hospitals ; of these 38 were discharged and 4 died, leaving 6 cases under treatment at the close of the 
quarter. 


Typuus.—No death from typhus was registered. Five cases of the disease underwent treatment 
in hospital during the quarter, all of which recovered. 


SMALL-POXx.—No case of this disease was reported. 


Meas_es.—This disease caused 49 of the deaths registered, as against 8, 26 and 38 deaths, respec- 
tively, in the three preceding quarters and an average of 86 for the corresponding period of the 5 years, 
1913-17. Of the 49 deaths, 9 belonged to North City districts, 37 to South City districts, 2 to Rathmines 
and Rathgar urban district and one was that of a person admitted from without the Dublin Registration 
Area, The cases treated in hospital numbered 343, of which 278 were discharged and 25 died, leaving 
4) undergoing treatment at the close of the quarter. 


-Scarter Fever.—Five deaths from scarlet fever were recorded, the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the previous 5 years being 6. Two of the deaths registered belonged to North City No. 1, 
West, district and 3 were of persons admitted from without the Registration Area. In the Dublin 
hospitals 156 cases of this disease were treated. Of these 112 were discharged, 4 died and 40+ were 
still undergoing treatmant at the close of the quarter. ’ 


WHoopPING-couGcH.— Deaths from this cause numbered 91, equivalent to a rate of 0-91 per 1,000 
of the population, the numbers in the three quarters preceding being 21, 21 and 60 respectively, with 
an average of 29 for the corresponding period of the preceding 5 years. Of the 91 deaths, 51 were.of 
residents of North City districts, 31 of residents of South City districts, 5 belonged to Rathmines and 
Rathgar urban district and one to Pembroke. Three of the 91 deaths were of persons admitted to 
institutions from without the Registration Area. Of the 51 deaths for North city districts, 26 
belonged to North City, No. 1, West and 14 to North City, No. 1, East, and of the 31 deaths for South 
City districts, 12 belonged to South City, No. 1. 


DirHTHERIA.— Eight deaths from this disease were recorded, the average number being 14, while 
9, 16 and 11 deaths respectively were registered in the three quarters immediately preceding that under 
notice. Of the 8 deaths, 4 belonged to North City districts, 2 to South City districts, one to the 
urban district of Rathmines and Rathgar and one was of a person admitted from without the Dublin 
Registration Area. From Table I. it may be seen that 69 cases of this disease were treated in Dublin 
hospitals ; of these 52 were discharged, 8 died and 9 remained under treatmant at the end of the 
quarter. 


DiaRRH@AL DisEAsES.—Included in this group are 41 deaths of children under 2 years from 
diarrhoea and enteritis, the average number of such deaths being 45. Of the 41 deaths, 20 belonged to 
North City districts, 17 to South City districts, one to the urban district of Rathmines and Rathgar 
and 3 to Pembroke urban district. 


InFLUENZA.—The deaths from influenza, which numbered 2, 2 and 20 in the September, 
December and March quarters, respectively, rose to 24 in the period under notice, the average for the 
corresponding period of the preceding 5 years being 18. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEVvER.—One death from this disease was registered, the numbers in the three 
preceding quarters being 2, one and one respectively. 


TuBeRcuLosis.—Tuberculous disease caused 415 deaths, of which 302 were from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, 55 from tuberculous meningitis, 24 from abdominal tuberculosis and 34 from other forms of 
the disease. The 415 deaths registered are equivalent to a rate of 4-16 per 1,000 of the population and 
are one above the average number of such deaths for the corresponding period of the 5 years, 1913-17. 


_ For the city, 310 deaths from tuberculous disease were registered, equivalent to a rate of 4-06 per 
1,000 of the population ; for the North City districts such deaths numbered 161 (or 3-98 per 1,000) 
and for the South City districts, 149 (or 4-16 per 1,000).

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PneuMonNtIA.—To this cause 159 deaths were attributed, comprising 69 from broncho-pneumonia 
24 from lobar pneumonia, and 66 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). The 159 deaths recorded 
for the period under notice are equivalent to a rate of 1-59 per 1,000 of the population, the average 
number of deaths from this cause in the corresponding period of the 5 years preceding being 168. . 


DISEASES OF THE BRAIN AND Nervous System.—The deaths grouped under this heading numbered 
195 (or 1-95 per 1,000 of the population), as against 163, 179 and 204 in the three preceding quarters 
and an average of 213 for the second quarter of the five years preceding. Included in the 195 deaths 
are 35 from convulsions, all of which were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 


DISEASES OF THE CIRCULATORY SystEeM.—There were 189 deaths attributed to causes under this 
heading (equivalent to a rate of 1-89 per 1,000) and including 156 deaths from organic diseases of the 
; 
heart. ‘lhe average number of dcaths from diseases of the circulatory system for the second quarter 
of the 5 years, 1913-17, was 220. 


~ Broncuitis.— Bronchitis caused 215 deaths, equivalent to a rate of 2-16 per 1,000 of the population,

CoNGENITAL ConpbiTIons.—Congenital malformations caused 10 deaths, premature birth 5% 
deaths, and congenital debility 52 deaths. 


VIoLENCE.—There were 31 deaths attributed to violence. Of these 8 were caused by drowning, 
5 (3 being of children under 5 years of age) by burns or scalds, 2 by poisons (one being by 
an irritant poison and one by ammonia), 2 by railway accidents, and 3 by gunshot wounds (including 
the deaths of 2 soldiers from wounds received in battle).

In 44 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 44 cases, 24 (or 54-5 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 131 infants under one month old registered, there were 14 (or 10-7 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. 


From Table III., page 2€0f, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal epidemic diseases} in the Dublin Registration Area was 2-0 per 1,000, that in the 
City it was 2-4, and in the urban districts 0-7, the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in 
each of Clontarf and Howth, No, 1, part of, and Blackrock, to 4-7 in South City, No. 1, the 
243 deaths from all causes for that district including 24 from measles, 12 from whooping-cough 
and 11 from diarrheal diseases. 


Occupations.—From Table IV., page 260g, it will be observed that the deaths in families of 
éhe “* Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to an annual rate of 18-3 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that class according to the Census of 1911; the rate for the ‘ Middle Class ” was 15-8 per 1,000 ; 
among the “ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 16-7; and in the ** General Service Class ”’ 
it was 21-3. 


AGEs.—Of the 2,149 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the auarter, 556 were under 5 years of age, including 304 infants under one year of age, the latter repre- 
senting a rate of 118 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of 

-age is equal to an annual mortality of 54-4 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 6-5 per 1,000 
persons at that age-period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual rate of

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Pusic InstiruTions.—Of the 2,149 deaths recorded during the quarter, 1,003, or 46-7 per cent., 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 669 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 135 
in the North Dublin Union Workhouse ; 189 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 10 (those of 
persons admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


Wratner.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly tempera- 
ture as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Pho nix Park, was 49-4.° At Greenwich it was 
53-4°; at Glasgow, 50-6°; and at Edinburgh, 49-1". 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 5-59 inches ; at Greenwich, 5-63 inches ; 
‘at Glasgow, 3+84 inches; and at Edinburgh, 4-21 inches. 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table IT., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
20-0 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Wexford, 13-2; Limerick, 18-7; Clonmel, 14-1; Sligo, 
14:7; Galway, 15-1; Waterford, 16:3; Tralee, 16:7; Kilkenny, 17-5; Dundalk, 17-7; Newry, 
17:7; Ballymena, 17-9; Portadown, 18-4; Lisburn, 18-7; Londonderry, 18-9; Dublin Registration 
Area, 19-5; Drogheda, 19-8; Lurgan, 20-1; Cork, 21:0; and Belfast, 22-3. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in. the 19 districts 
is 1-9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in Newry and Clonmel to 4-1 in Cork, 
the 402 deaths from all causes for that district including 64 from measles, 11 from whooping-cough, 
and 3 from diarrh<al diseases. 

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the eighteen 
provincial urban districts already named, and Tables II. and V. give in detail the results of the registra- 
tion for the quarter :—

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25-4 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the twenty-seven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 20-2 and was 2-3 
below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths 
registered during the twenty-seven weeks was 22-0 and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten 
years 24:0. e . 

The 179 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, one 
from diphtheria, one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years, and 35 from influenza, — 

In the three preceding weeks deaths from measles numbered 3, 0, and 2; deaths from whooping- 
cough 3, 2, and one; deaths from diphtheria (, one, and 0; deaths fro m diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years, 4, 3, and 2, and deaths from influenza 3, 2, and 6, respectively. 

Tuberculous disease caused 37 deaths (comprising 31 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 24, 32, and 255, respectively, 
in the three weeks preceding. : 

Fleven deaths were caused by cancer, 18 by pneumonia (9 being by .broncho-pneumonia, 4 by 
lobar pneumonia, ard 5 by pneumonia, type not distinguished), 13 by organic diseases of the heart, 
and 16 by bronchitis. 

“There were 2 deaths by violerce registered, one being due to a railway accident. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due tc convulsions, one to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, one to premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. a 

Twenty-eight of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 13 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old, 
and 35 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom *5 were 70 years of age or over.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 6th J uly. 
From this Report it appears that of 35 cases notified, 13 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 other fo:ms of 
tuberculosis, 10 scarlet fever, 6 diphtheria and 2 erysipelas. Among the 363 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 169 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 71 of scarlet fever, 40 of diphtheria, 
16 of measles, 5 of erysipelas, 4 of whooping-cough, 3 of cerebro-spinal fever, and 2 of enteric fever.

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 25.2 and 27.9; Dublin Registration Area, 27.2 and 24.8; Dublin City, 
30.4 and 27.4 ; Belfast, 20.2 and 34.5; Cork, 37.4 and 26.0; Londonderry, 52.1 and 52.1; Limerick, 
14.9 and 11.8; and Waterford, 15.2 and 16.6. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1.2 per 1,000. Among the 152 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, 4 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children, under 2 years. The 55 deaths from all causes for Cork include one from enteric fever, one from 
measles, and 2 from waooping-cough. Two of the 40 deaths from all causes for Londonderry are from 
measles. One of the 11 deaths from all causes for Limerick is f7om measles. One of the 15 deaths 
from all causes for Lurgan is due to whooping-cough. Included in the 5 deaths from all causes for 
Lisburn is one from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 216—99 boys 
and 117 girls—and the deaths to 220—92 males and 128 females. ‘ 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted, into public institutions 
from localities outside the area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27.2 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the twenty-nine weeks ending Saturday, 20th July, the. death-rate averaged 20.9, and was 1.2 
below the mean, rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths 
registered during the twenty-nine weeks was 22.7, and for the corresponding pericd of the preceding ten 
years, 23.5. 

The 208 deaths appertaining to the Area include 5 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 2 
from diarrhoea and, enteritis of children, under 2 years, and 53 from influenza. 

In the three preceding weeks deaths from whooping-cough numbered one, 4, and 2; deaths from 
diphtheria 0, one, and 0; deaths from diarrlce1 and enteritis of children under 2 years, 2, one, and one, 
and, deaths from influenza 6, 35, and 92, respectively. 

Tuberculous disease caused, 33 deaths (comprising 23 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 from tuberculous 
meningitis, and 5 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 26, 37, and, 31, respectively, in the three weeks 
preceding. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 20 by pneumonia (4 being by broncho-pneumonia, and 16 by 
pneumonia, type not distinguished), 16 by organic diseases of the heart, and 25 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was assigned to congenital malformation, 
one to premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-nine of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 20 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old, and 42 deaths 
were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 31 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 208 deaths recorded, 77 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 
The Registrar-General has been favoured. by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 20th 
July. From this Report it appears that of 52 cases notified, 22 were scarlet fever, 10 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
10 other forms of tuberculosis, 4 erysipelas, 3 cerebro-spinal fever, 2 diphtheria, and one puerperal fever. 
2 Among the 361 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 170 of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 78 of scarlet fever, 29 of diphtheria, 15 of measles, 7 of cerebro-spinal fever, 6 of erysipelas, 
8 of enteric fever, and 3 of whcoping-cough.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered, during the week amounted to 182—-101 boys 
and 81 girls—and the deaths to 130—62 males and 68 females.. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15.9 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the thirty-one weeks ending Saturday, 3rd August, the death-rate averaged 20.7, and was 1.0 
below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths 
registered during the thirty-one weeks was 22.5, and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten 
years, 23.1. 

The 122 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from enteric fever, one from measles, 2 of 
children under 2 years from diarrhcea and, enteritis, one from cere bro-spinal meningitis, and 11 frominfluenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from measles numbered one, 0, and one ; deaths from diarrhcwa 
and enteritis of children under 2 years, one, 2 and 5; and deaths from influenza, 92, 53, and 25 
respectively. There were no deaths from enteric fever or cerebre-spinal meningitis re gistered in the three 
preceding weeks, 

Tuberculous disease caused 31 deaths (comprising 26 from pulmonary tuberculosis and 5 from other 
forms of the disease), as against 31, 33, and 31, respectively, in the three weeks preceding. 

Two deaths were caused by cancer, 5 by pneumonia (comprising 2 by lobar pneumonia, and 3 by 


- pneumonia, type not distinguished), 11 by organic diseases of the heart, and 8 by bronchitis. 


Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to convulsions, one to congenital 
malformation, 3 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 

One death was caused by drowning and one by suicide. 

Twenty-eight of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 19 being infants under one year, of whom § were under one month old, and 28 deaths 
were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 20 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 122 deaths recorded, 48 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases? registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2.6 per 1,000. Among the 118 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, one from whooping-cough, and 14 from diarrhoeal diseases. The 25 deaths from 
all causes for Cork include 5 from diarrhceal diseases. Of the 16 deaths from all causes for Londonderry, 
3 are from measles, and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. The 12 deaths from 
all causes for Limerick include one from each of ente1ie fever and diphtheria.

During the thirty-three weeks ending 17th August, the death rate averaged 20.5, and was 1.0 below the 
mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1908-17. The rate for all deaths registered 
during the thirty-three weeks was 22.2, and for the corresponding pericd of the preceding ten years 22.8. 

The 135 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from enteric fever, 2 from whooping-cough, 
22 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 5 from influenza, and one from cerebro-spinal 
meningitis.

Tuberculous disease caused 18 deaths (comprising 14 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from” 
tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from disseminated tuberculosis), as against 31,31, and 26, respectively, 
in the three weeks preceding. 

Twelve deaths were caused by cancer, one by simple meningitis, 7 by pneumonia (comprising 6 by 
broncho-pneumonia, and one by pneumonia, type nos distinguished), 10 by organic diseases of the heart, 
and 11 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to convulsions, 
4 to premature birth, and 7 to congenital dc bility. 

One death (that of a child aged 15 months) was caused by sealds. 

Fifty-three of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 40 being infants under ove year, of whom 8 were under one month old, and 29 
deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 26 were 70 years of age or over.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal ° 


provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are givenin Table IT. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and, for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 14:2 and 15-2; Dublin Registration Area, 17-3 and 17-6; Dublin City, 
17-8 and 18-8; Belfast, 11-3 and 13-5; Cork, 13-6 and 17:0; Londonderry, 15:6 and 18-2; Limerick, 
14-9 and 15:5 ; and Waterford, 17-1 and 10-9. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-5 per 1,000. Among the 85 deaths from all causes fcr Belfast are 
3 from enteric fever, 10 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under two years, and one from cerebro- 
spinal fever. The 20 deaths from all causes for Cork include 3 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years. One of the 12 deaths from all causes for Londonderry is from measles, and 3 are from 
diarrheeal diseases, and included in the 4 deaths from all causes for Ballymena is one from enteric fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 170—80 boys: 


and 80 girls—and the deaths to 145--75 males and 70 females. 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 13) of persons admitted into public institutions: 


from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17-3 per 1,000 of the population, 


During the thirty-six weeks ending 7th September, the death-rate averaged 20-2, and was 1-0 below 


the méan rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1908-17, The rate for all deaths 
registered during the thirty-six weeks was 21-9, and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten 
years, 22-6. 

The 132deaths appertaining tothe Area include 3 from enteric fever, one from measles, one from scarlet 
feyer, one from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 2 from influenza, and 24 from diarrhoeal diseases. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever numbered one, 9, and 0; deaths from measles 
0, one and 0; deaths from whooping-cough, 2, 4 and 2; deaths from influenza, 5, 6, and one ; and deaths 
from diarrhceal cliseases, 22, 24, and 26 respectively. There were no deaths registered from scarlet fever 
or diphtheria in the three preceding weeks. ras 

Tuberculous disease caused 21 deaths (comprising 16 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous 
meningitis, and 3 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 18, 25, and 31, respectively, in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 9 by pneumonia (comprising 2 by broncho-pneumonia, and 7 
by pneumonia, type not distinguished), 8 by organic diseases of the heart, and 11 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 were due to convulsions, 19 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 
2 to premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. 

There were no deaths by violence relating to the Registration Area. 

Forty-six of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 37 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one month old, and 29 deaths 
were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 25 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 132 deaths recorded, 43 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality among civilians for the week ended 7th September, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 11-4) was equal to an average death-rate of 11-9 per 1,000 of the estimated 
civil population, 

The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 10-9 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 11-7, and for Edinburgh 9-9. 


Inrecrious DisEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 7th 
September. From this Report it appears that of 46 cases notified, 13 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 
1! other forms of tuberculosis, 12 scarlet fever, 9 diphtheria, and one enteric fever, Among the 321 
cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 150 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 63 of 
searlet fever, 40 of diphtheria, 10 of cerebro-spinal fever, 9 of enteric fever, 6 of measles, 6 of erysipelas, 
and 5 of whooping-cough,

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 213—-99 boys 
and 114 girls—and the deaths to 152—74 males and 78 females.

Tuberculous disease caused 31 deaths (comprising 27 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous 
meningitis, and 2 from abdominal tuberculosis), as against 25, 31, and 21, respectively, in the three 
weeks preceding, 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, 9 by pneumonia (5 being by broncho-pneumonia, 2 by lobar 
pneumonia, and 2 by pneumonia, type not distinguished), 8 by organic diseases of the heart, and 7 
by bronchitis, 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was by simple meningitis, 2 were by convulsions, 
one was assigned to congenital malformation, 3 to premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. 

There were 3 violent deaths, one being due to drowning, and one was a case of homicide.

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during thé week amounted to 199—103 boys 
and 96 girls—and the deaths to 161—80 males and 81 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20-0 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the thirty-nine weeks ending with Saturday, 28th September, the death-rate averaged 20-1 
and was 0:9 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1908-17. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the thirty-nine weeks was 21:7 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 22-4. 

The 153 deaths appertaining to the Area include one from enteric fever, 2 from whooping-cough, 
8 from diarrhceal diseases, and 7 from influenza. 

In the three preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever numbered 3, 0, and 0; deaths from 
whooping-cough one, 4, and 2; deaths from diarrhceal diseases 24, 24, and 14; and deaths from 
influenza 2, 2, and 2 respectively: 

Tuberculous disease caused 19 deaths (comprising 14 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from tukerculous 
meringitis, and 3 from other forms of the disease), as against 21, 31, and 16, respectively, in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 23 by pneumonia (comprising 4 by broncho-pneumonia, 2 by 
lobar pneumonia, and 17 by pneumonia, type not distinguished), 9 by organic diseases of the heart, 
and 7 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 were due to convulsions, one to congenital 
malformation, one to premature birth, and 7 to congenital debility.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 28th September. 
From this Report it appears that of €0 cases notified, 22 were scarlet fever, 11 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
6 other forms of tuberculosis, 11 diphtheria, 7 erysipelas, and 3 enteric fever, Among the 355 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 141 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 98 of scarlet 
fever, 41 of diphtheria, 16 of enteric fever, 9 of whooping-cough, 8 of erysipelas, 5 of cerebro-spinal fever, 
one of measles, and one of puerperal fever.

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CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during last quarter was 222, being equal to an annual rate of 2-22 per 1,000 of the population. 


Enteric Fever.—During the 13 weeks ended 28th September 6 deaths from this cause were 
registered, as compared with 9, 8, and 6 respectively in the three quarters preceding and an average 
of 11 for the third quarter of the 5 years, 1913-17. Of the 6 deaths recorded for the quarter under 
notice, one belonged to North City, No. 1, East ; one.to North City, No. 1, West; 3 to South City, 
No. 4; and one to the urban district of Rathmines and Rathgar. From Table I. it may be seen that 
38 cases of enteric fever were treated in Dublin hospitals during the quarter. Of these, 13 were 
discharged, and 5 died, leaving 20 cases under treatment at the close of the quarter. 


Typuus.—No deaths from typhus were registered, and no cases of this disease were treated in 
Dublin hospitals. : re 


SmMALL-pox.—No case of this disease was reported. 


Meastes.—There were 8 deaths registered from this cause during the quarter, the number of such 
deaths in the three quarters preceding being 26, 38, and 49 respectively, with an average of 11 for the 
third quarter of the 5 years, 1913-17. Of the 8 deaths, 4 belonged to North City districts, 3 to South 
City districts, and one to'the urban district of Rathmines and Rathgar. | There were 84 cases of the 
disease treated in hospital ; of these 77 were discharged and 3 died, leaving 4 cases undergoing treatment 
at the close of the quarter. 


ScaRLET Frver.—Three deaths from this cause were registered, as compared with an average 
of 7 for the corresponding period of the 5 years, 1913-17. Of the 3 deaths recorded for the period under 
notice, one was recorded for each of the districts of South City Nos. 3 and 4, and one for New 
Kilmainham. In the Dublin Hospitals 135 cases of scarlet fever were treated during the quarter; 
90 of these were discharged, and 3 died, leaving 42+ cases in hospital at the close of the quarter. 


WHooPiINnc-couGH.—Whooping-cough caused 33 deaths, the numbers in the three preceding 
quarters being 21, 60, and 91 respectively, with an average of 13 for the corresponding period of the 
5 years, 1913-17. Of the 33 deaths,7 belonged to North City districts, 18 to South City districts, one 
to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 3 to Pembroke, 2 to Blackrock, and one to Kingstown, and 
one death was that of a child admitted from without the Dublin Registration Area. 


DIPHTHERIA.—Five deaths from this cause were reported, the average for the corresponding period 
of the five years, 1913-17, being 12, and the number in the three quarters preceding that under review 
16, 11, and 8 respectively. Of the 5 deaths, 2 belonged to North City districts, 2 to South City No. 3 
district, and one was of a person admitted from without the Dublin Registration Area. The cases 
of this disease which were treated in Dublin hospitals during the period under notice were 51 in number ; 
of these 32 were discharged, and 5 died, leaving 14 cases undergoing treatment at the close of the 
quarterly period. 


DiarRH@AL DisEAsEs.—Included under this heading are the deaths of 160 children under the 
age of 2 years, the average number of such deaths for the corresponding period of the 5 years, 1913-17, 
being 200. Of the 160 deaths, 82 belonged to North City districts, 60 to South City districts, 16 to 
the urban districts, and 2 were deaths of children admitted from without the Registration Area. 


[NFLUENZA.—The deaths returned under this heading were 252 in number (equivalent to a rate 
of 2-53 per 1,000 of the population, the average number of such deaths for the corresponding period 
of the 5 years, 1913-17, being 4. In the December, March and June quarters preceding that under 
notice the number of deaths from influenza was 2, 20, and 24 respectively. Of the 252 deaths recorded 
during the quarter 23, or 9-1 per cent., were those of children under 5 years of age ; 15, or 6-0 per cent., 
were aged 5 and under 15 years; 48, or 19-0 per cent., were those of persons aged 15 and under 25; 
98, or 38-9, were aged 25 and under 45 years ; and 68, or 27-0 per cent. were aged 45 years and 
upwards. ; 


The deaths from influenza relating to the North City districts numbered 103, affording an annual 
rate of 2-54 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the South City districts the number was 110, 
or 3-07 per 1,000; and for the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown the deaths were 33, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-41 per 1.000 of the estimated population 
of these districts. 


The total number of deaths from influenza and pneumonia, with which the present epidemic 
is so closely associated, recorded during the period under notice was 447, or 21 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths from all causes registered during the quarter, and equivalent to an annual rate 
of 4-48 per 1,000 of the population. Of the 447 deaths, 80, or 17-9 per cent., were those of children 
under 5 years of age; 32, or 7-2 per cent., occurred at the age-period, 5-15; 72, or 16-1 per cent., 
were of persons 15 and under 25 years of age; 153, or 34-2 per cent., were between 25 and 45; and 
110, or 24-6 per cent., were deaths of persons 45 years of age and upwards. 


_ CEREBRO-SPINAL FeveR.—Three deaths from this cause were registered, the number of such deaths 
in each of the three preceding quarters being one. 


TUBERCULOSIS.—Tuberculous disease caused 374 deaths, of which 281 were from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 30 from tuberculous meningitis, 17 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 46 from other 
forms of tuberculous disease. The 374 deaths are equivalent to a rate of 3-75 per 1,000 of the 
population, and are 59 above the average for the corresponding period of the five years, 1913-17.

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For the city 306 deaths from tuberculous disease were registered, equivalent to a rate of 4-01 per 
1,000 of the population ; for the North City districts such deaths numbered 157, equivalent to a rate 
of 3-88 per 1,000 of the population, and for the South City districts 149, or 4-16 per 1,000. 


The number of deaths from tuberculous disease for the urban districts was 44 (or 1-87 per 1,000).

Cancer.—Deaths from carcinoma, sarcoma, and cancer, malignant disease which are comprised 
under this heading were 126 in number, equivalent to a rate of 1-26 per 1,000 of the population. In 
the three preceding quarters deaths from cancer were 120, 132, and 138,respectively, the average for 
the corresponding period of the five years, 1913-17, being 122. ; 


PxevmMontaA.—The deaths under this heading were 195 in number, comprising 64 from broncho- 
pneumonia, 25 from lobar pneumonia, and 106 from pheumonia (type not distinguished). The 195 
deaths are equivalent to a rate of 1-95 per 1,000 of the population, the average number of such deaths 
for the corresponding period of the five years, 1913-17, being 80. (See also under Influenza). 


DISEASES OF THE BraIN AND Nervous SysteM.—The deaths under this heading numbered 155 
(equivalent to 1-55 per 1,000 of the population), as against 179, 204, and 195 in the three preceding 
quarters, and an average of 178 in the third quarter of the five years, 1913-17. Included in the 155 
deaths are 33 deaths from convulsions, all of which were those of children under 5 years. 


DISEASES OF THE CrrcuLATORY SysTeM.—There were 168 deaths assigned to diseases of the 
circulatory system, representing a rate of 1-68 per 1,000 of the population, and including 138 deaths 
from organic diseases of the heart. 


Broncurris.—Bronchitis caused 141 deaths, equivalent to a rate of 1-41 per 1,000 of the population, 
the average number of such deaths in the corresponding quarter of the five years, 1913-17, being 110. 


ConGENITAL CoNDITIONS.—There were 6 deaths from congenital malformations, 32 from premature 
birth, and 54 from congenital debility. 


VioLENCcE.—There were 31 deaths under this heading. Of these 7 were caused by drowning, 
3 (all being of children under 5 years of age) by burns or scalds, 3 by gunshot wounds, and 2 by railway 
accidents. The 31 deaths include one by homicide, and 2 by suicide.

In 38 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 38 cases, 15 (or 39-5 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 107 infants under one month old registered, there were 8 (or 7-5 per cent.) regarding

The number of deaths of children under 5 years of 
age is equal to an annual mortality of 53-5 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 6-2 per 1,000 
persons at that age-period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual rate of 
9-3 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 17-6 per 1,000 
of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 45 
the rate was 14-4; for those between 45 and 65 it was 30-0 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 54-0: and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate was 122-3 per 
1,000. The deaths of 11 persons aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pustic Instrrutions.—Of the 2,133 deaths recorded during the quarter, 871, or 40-8 per cent., 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 542 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; 326 
in the North and South Dublin Union Workhouses ; and 3 (those of persons admitted from within the 
Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WeEATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly tempera- 
ture as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 56-3°. At Greenwich it was 
61-6°; at Glasgow, 55-6°; and at Edinburgh, 55-3°. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 10-94 inches; at Greenwich, 11-81 
inches; at Glasgow, 13-01 inches; and at Edinburgh, 9-51 inches. ; 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table II., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
18-7 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Kilkenny, 10-7; Galway, 11-2; Sligo, 12-5; Dundalk, 
13-1; Waterford, 13-5; Clonmel, 14-5; Wexford, 14-6; Limerick, 14-7; Tralee, 15-1; Portadown, 
15-3; Newry, 16-4; Ballymena, 16-5; Drogheda, 17-0; Lisburn, 17-1; Belfast, 17-8; Dublin 
Registraticn Area, 20-0; Cork, 21-3; Lurgan, 26-4; and Londonderry, 28-0. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 1-9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in Kilkenny to 4-3 in Londonderry, 
the 280 deaths from all causes for that district including 21 from measles, and 22 from diarrheal 
diseases.

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual death-rate from pulmonary tuberculosis for the 19 
towns in the aggregate was 2-3 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area 
it was 2-7 per 1,000 ; for Belfast county borough 2-5 per 1,000, and for the urban districts collectively 
(not including Dublin Registration Area and Belfast), it was 1-8 per 1,000. (See Table I1.).

Hight deaths were caused by cancer, 2 by simple meningitis, 30 by pneumonia (comprising 8 by 
broncho-pneumonia, 10 by lobar pneumonia, and 12 by pneumonia, type not distinguished), 10 by 
organic diseases of the heart, and 8 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 weze due to convulsions, 7 to diarrhoea and 
‘enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 2 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths, one being caused by inhalation of chloroform, and one by a vehicle.

In the three preceding weeks deaths from whooping-cough numbered 2, one and 0; deaths 
from diphtheria 0, 2, and one ; deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 6, 11, 
and 7; deaths from influenza 7,10, and 29; and deaths from cerebro-spinal fever 0, one, and 0, 
respectively. 

Tuberculous disease caused 16 deaths (comprising 11 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 5 from other 
forms of tuberculosis), as against 19, 24, and 22, respectively, in the three weeks preceding. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 2 by simple meningitis, 58 by pneumonia (comprising 8 by 
broncho-pneumonia, 14 by lobar pneumonia, and 36 by pneumonia, type not distinguished), 18 by 
organic diseases ot the heart, and 25 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to convulsions, 8 to diarrhcea and 
enteritis. one to congenital malformation, 5 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 

There was one accidental death. . 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were tnose of 
children under 5 years of age, 37 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one month old, 
and 42 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 35 were 70 years of age or Over, 

Of the 295 deaths recorded, 102 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The mortality among civilians for the week ended 19th October, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 20:1) was equal to an average .nnual death rate of 20°7 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population. 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 28-3 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 38-4 and for Edinburgh 13-0. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 19th October. 
From this Report it appears that of 80 cases notified, 41 were scarlet fever, 19 diphtheria, 12 pulmonary. 
tuberculosis, 5 other forms of tuberculosis, 2 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 463 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 160 of scarlet fever, 143 of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, 58 of diphtheria, 15 of measles, 13 of enteric fever, 6 of erysipelas, 4 of whooping-cough, and 
3 of cerebro-spinal fever.

Table IX. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 19th October, 1918, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that the cases admitted to hospital during the week and the cases under treatment 
at its close, respectively, were as follows :—Enteric fever 4 and 26; measles 3 and 3; scarlet fever 17 and 
53* ; and diphtheria 4 and 14. Ninety-seven cases of pneumonia were admitted during the week and 132 
remained under treatment at its close. Of the deaths in hospital during the week one was from enteric 
fever, 2 were from diphtheria, and 27 were from pneumonia.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 27-8 and 20-5; Dublin Registration Area, 47-3 and 32-9; Dublin City, 
49-2 and 33:3; Belfast 13-8 and 12-1; Cork, 18-4 and 13-6; Londonderry, 32-6 and 19-5; Limerick, 
23. and 15:6; and Waterford, 39-9 and 20-9. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-1 per 1,000. Among the 104 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from whooping-cough, and 4 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. The 27 deaths 
from all causes for Cork include one from each of enteric fever, measles, and whooping-cough, and one 
diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. Of the 21 deaths from all causes for Waterford 3 are 
from diarrhoeal diseases. One of the 6 deaths from all causes for Dundalk is from whooping-cough. The 
> deaths from all causes for Lisburn include one from diphtheria and one from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
a child under 2 years ; and one of the 4 deaths from ali causes for Portadown is from whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 174—84 boys 
and 0 girls—and the deaths to 403—-212 males and 191 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 41) referred to localities outside the Area, 
represent an annual rate of mortality of 47:3 per 1,000 of the population. During the forty-three weeks 
ending 26th Octoker, the death-rate averaged 21-3and was 0-6 above the mean rate for the correspond- 
ing portions of the ten years, 1908-17. The rate for all deaths registered during the forty-three weeks 
was 23-1, and for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 22<1, 

The 362 deaths appertaining to the Area include 2 from enteric fever, one from whooping-cough, 
one from diphtheria, 3 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from cerebro- 
spinal fever. 

There were 162 deaths from influenza, being equivalent to an annual rate of 21-2 per 1,000 of the 
population, and of these 128 belonged to the City, affording a rate of 21-9 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion. the latter including 85 (or 27-4 per 1,000) assigned to North City Districts and 43 (or 16-7 per 
1.000) to South City Districts. Thirty-four deaths from influenza (or 18-9 per 1,000 of the po pulation) 
were referred to the urban districts (see Table IV., col. 29). In the three preceding weeks deaths 
from this cause for the Registration Area numbered 10, 29, and 101, respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 69 (comprising 21 fom broncho-pneumonia, 4 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 44 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 29, 25, and 58 in the three 
weeks preceding. , 

Tuberculous disease caused 23 deaths (comprising 19 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 4 from other 
forms of the disease) as against 24, 22, and 16 respectively, in the three weeks preceding. 

Twelve deaths were caused by cancer, one by simple meningitis, 11 by organic diseases of the heart, 
and 24 by bronchitis. . . 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 were due to convulsions, 3 to influenza, 4 to 
pneumonia, 3 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 

Four deaths were due to violence, 2 (children under 5 years) being causec 
and one by drowning. ye 

Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 23 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old, 
and 43 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 32 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 362 deaths recorded, 118 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

Among the 501 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 165 of scarlet fever, 145 of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, 66 of diphtheria, 14 of enteric fever, 9 of measles, 6 of whooping-cough, 3 of cerebro-spinal

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.Sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 21st December. 
From this Report it appears that of 63 cases notified, 23 were scarlet fever, 19 diphtheria, 16 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 2 other forms of tuberculosis, and 3 erysipelas. Among the 428 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 152 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 112 of scarlet fever, 
73 of diphtheria. 22 of influenza, 20 cf whooping-cough, 17 of measles, 3 of erysipelas, one of enteric 
fever, and one cf cerebro-spinal fever.

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,127,268, are given in Table Il. The

the deaths for the Area, numbering 3,401, were equivalent to an annual rate of 34-1 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
19-2. The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
3,714—1807 males and 1,907 females —eftording an annual ratio of 37-2 in every 1,000 of the estimated 


population, as compared with 20-7 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1908-1917. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last quarter was 1,498, 
representing an annual mortality of 37-0 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in the 
South City districts was 1,258, equivalent to a rate of 35-2 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was (45, being equal to an annual death-rate of 2:-5 in every 1,000.

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CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during last quarter was 105, being equal to an annual rate of 1°05 per 1,000 of the population. 


Enreric Fever.—Nine deaths from enteric fever were registered during the quarter, as com- 
pared with an average of 16 in the fourth quarter of the five years, 1913-17, and with 8, 6 and 6, 
respectively, in the first three quarters of 1918, 


The cases of the disease under treatment in Dublin hospitals during the quarter under review 
numbered 47, and of these 80 were discharged, 6 died, and 11 remained under treatment at the 
close of the quarter. 


T'ypHus.—There was no mortality from this cause. 
SMALL-POx.—No case of this disease was notified. 


Mrasies.—Only 3 deaths from measles occurred, as against an average of 27 for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the preceding five years. 


In the first three quarters of 1918 deaths from this cause were 38, 49 and 8, respectively. 
The 3 deaths appertained to North City No. 8 district: 


Scarter Fever.—The deaths from scarlet fever during the quarter numbered 7, being 2 under 
the average for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1913-17. Five of the 7 deaths appertained to 


South City districts, 


The cases under treatment in hospitals numbered 193, and of these 184 were discharged, 
7 died, and 52+ remained under treatment at the end of the quarter. 


Wnxoorine-coveH.—This disease caused 11 deaths, as against 60, 91 and 33 in the three 
preceding quarters, and an average of 12 for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1918-17. 


DiputTHeErta ---Fourteen deaths from diphtheria were registered, being 8 under the average (17) ° 
for the corresponding quarter of the five years preceding. The numbers recorded in the first three 
quarters of 1918 were 11, 8 and 5, respectively. 


Fifty-four cuses were treated in Dublin hospitals during the quarter and were disposed of as 
follows :—41 were discharged, 9 died, and 4 were under treatment at the close of the quarter. 


DiarrHa@at Diseases.—In this group are included the deaths of 55 children under 2 years of 
age registered as from diarrhea and enteritis, this number being only half the average (110) 
for the fourth quarter of the preceding five years. 


IxrLurnza.—The principal feature of this report is the very high mortality from influenza, 
which, with pneumonia in its various forms, accounted for no less than 1,814 deaths in the Dublin 
Registration Area during the quarter (13 weeks) ended 28th December, 1918, affording an annual 
rate of 18°2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 


The deaths registered as from influenza amounted to 1,210, being equal to an annual rate of 
12°1 per 1,000 of the population, the average number of deaths from this cause for the fourth 
quarter of the five years, 1913-17, being 13. | 


Deaths from pneumonia, which was so closely associated with influenza in the recent epidemic, 
numbered 604 and represent an annual rate of 6'1 per 1,000 of the population. The 604 deaths 
are 455 above the average (149) for the corresponding quarter of the five years preceding. 


During each week of the period from the week ended 5th October to that ending on 28th 
December the deaths returned as from influenza and pneumonia were as follows:—41, 58, 171, 
246, 383, 818, 218, 114, 34, 70, 48, 34, and 84, averaging 140 deaths per week, while during the 
corresponding period of the five years, 1913-17, the weekly average number of deaths in the Dublin 
Registration Area assigned to these diseases was only 12. 


Of the 1,814 deaths from these causes registered, 330, or 18°2 per cent., were those of children 
under 5 years of age; 171, or 9°4 per cent., were aged 5 and under 15; 389, or 18°7 per cent., were 
deaths of persons. between 15 and 25 years of age; 445, or 24°5 per cent., were between 25 and 35 
years; 235, or 13°0 per cent., between 35 and 45; 140, or 7°7 per cent. between 45 and 55; and 
154, or 8°5 per cent., were deaths of persons 55 years of age and upwards 


the deaths from influenza and pneumonia (exclusive of those occurring in institutions of persons 
admitted from without’ the Registration Area) numbered 1,664, representing an annual rate of 16°7 
per 1,000 of the estimated population; the deaths of residents of the City of Dublin from. these 
causes amounted: to 1,327, affording an annual rate of 17°4 per 1,000; and for the urban districts, 
the number of such deaths was 337, or 14°3 per 1,000 of the estimated population. “4 


Taking the districts comprising the Registration Area it is found that the rates varied from 27:8 
per 1,000 for North City No. 1 East, 21-1 per 1,000 for North City No. 1 West, 21:1 for Kingstown

CANCER.—To cancer 130 deaths were attributed, this number affording an annual rate of 1°30 
per 1,000 of the population. 


Pyeumonia.—The 604 deaths from pneumonia include 178 from broncho-pneumonia, 79 from. 
lobar pneumonia, and 347 from pneumonia (type not distinguished) and are, as before stated, con- 
siderably above the average (149) for the corresponding period of the five years preceding. (See also 
remarks on Influenza). ‘ ¥ 


DISEASES OF THE Brarn AND NERvous SystemM.—There were 209 deaths under this title being 
equal to an annual rate of 2°10 per 1,000 of the population. These 209 deaths are 12 above the 
average (197) for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1913-17, and include 42 deaths from con- 
vulsions, all being those of children under 5 years of age. 


DISEASES OF THE CIRCULATORY SysTEM.——To these causes 200 deaths (annual rate 2°01 per 
1,000) were attributed, as against an average of 211 for the corresponding period of the five years 
preceding. 

Broncuitis.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 2838, or 2°84 per 1,000 of the population, being 
45 above the average (238) for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1913-17. 


CONGENITAL ConpITions —Fourteen deaths were assigned to congenital malformations, 57 to- 
premature birth, and 69 to congenital debility. 


ViotENcE.—Under this heading 102 deaths were returned, including 55 by drowning, 17 by 
burns or scalds (8 of the latter being deaths of children under 5 years of age), 3 (infants) by 
suffocation in bed, and 4 deaths of soldiers caused by gunshot wounds. 


Three cases cf suicide were recorded.

In 111 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 111 cases, 23 (or 20-7 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 143 infants under one month old registered, there were 14 (or 9-8 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. 


From Table III., page 520f, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal epidemic diseases} in the Dublin Registration Area was 1-0 per 1,000, that in the 
City it was 1-1, and in the urban districts 0-7, the rates for the several districts varying from 0-4 in 
each of Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, and Pembroke urban district to 1-6 in North City, No. 1, 
West, the 436 deaths from all causes for that district including one from scarkt fever, 4 from 
- whooping-cough, and 1i from diarrhoea end entcritis of children under 2 years of age. 


Occupations.—From Table IV., page 520g, it will be observed that the deaths in families of 
the “ Professional and Independent Class ”’ were equal to an annual rate of 31-9 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that class according to the Census of 1911 ; the rate for the ‘‘ Middle Class ’ was 26-7 per 1,000 ; 
among the “‘ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 29-9; and in the “ General Service Class ’” 
it was 38-5.

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AcxEs.—Of the 3,714 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the quarter, 767 were under 5 years of age, including 397 infants under one year of age, the latter repre- 
senting a rate of 178 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of 
age is equal to an annual mortality of 75-0 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 13-9 per 
1,000 persons at that age-period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 22-7 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 30-6 per 
1,000 of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 
45 the rate was 32-2; for those between 45 and 65 it was 45-4; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 79-9; and among those aged 75 and upwards. the average annual death rate was 169-5 per 
1,000. The deaths of 17 persons aged 90 years and upwards were registered, including that of a man 
whose age was : tat.d to be 101 y.ars. 


Pus.ic Instrrutions.—Of the 3,714 deaths recorded during the quarter, 1,450, or 39-0 per cent., 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 957 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; 478 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 15 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin 
Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WrATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deducted from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 45°1°. At Glasgow it 
was 43°9°; and at Edinburgh, 43°99. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 8°03 inches; at Glasgow, 12°92 
inches; and at Fdinburgh, 5°28 inches. 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table II., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
30-7 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Cork, 20-7; Drogheda, 21-4; Sligo, 21-5; Tralee, 23-3; 
Lurgan, 24-2; Lisburn, 24-2; Ballymena, 24-6; Galway, 25-6; Londonderry, 28-0; Belfast, 29-6; 
Dundalk, 30-2; Waterford, 30-3; Limerick, 33-5; Portadown, 33-8; Dublin Registration Area, 
34:1; Clonmel, 34:9; Wexford, 39:9; Kilkenny, 41-1; and Newry, 46-5 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 0-8 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in Wexford to 2-7 in Portadown, 
the 99 deaths from all causes for that district including 8 from whoop‘ng-cough. 


The following is @ synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the eighteen 
provincial urban districts already named, and Tables II. and V. give in detail the results of the registra- 
tion for the quarter :— : 


Hiwrrric Fryrr.—Of 8 deaths recorded, 3 belonged to Limerick, 2 to Belfast, and one to each 
of Cork, Lisburn, and Newry. 

Typuus.—Ineluded in the 9 deaths are 6 belonging to Londonderry, 2 to Cork, and one to 
Clonmel. 


SMALL-POx.—No death from this disease was recorded. 


MraAsiEs.—There were 2 deaths for Waterford registered and one for each of Belfast, Cork 
and Galway. 

SCARLET Frver.—Six deaths were recorded for Belfast and one for each of Londonderry, 
Dundalk, and Pallymena. 


WHOOPING-couGH—Twenty-one deaths were registered and of these 8 belonged to Portadown, 
4 to Cork, 2 to each of Belfast and Lurgan, and one to each of Londonderry, Dundalk, Drogheda, 
Sligo and Kilkenny, 





DiprrHErtA.—Among the 15 deaths are 6 recorded for Belfast, 5 for Cork, 2 for Ballymena, 
and one for each of Lurgan and Lisburn, 


DiARkH@AL Diszases.—Included in the deaths under this heading are 58 of children under 
2 years of age from diarrhea and enteritis. Among them are .34 belonging to Belfast, 4 to Cork, 
3 to each of Waterford and Lurgan, and 2 to each of Londonderry, Lisburn and Tralee. 


PuLtmonary TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual death-rate from pulmonary tuberculosis for the 19 
towns in the aggregate was 2-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area 
it was 2-2 per 1,000 ; for Belfast county borough 2-3 per 1,000, and for the urban districts collectively 
(not including Dublin Registration Area and Belfast), it was 2-1 per 1,000. (See Table IL).
